BRITISH ARMY HOSPITALS. 


The London “Times” publishes an extract from the 
letter of a volunteer in South Africa which is a severe 
arraignment of British Army hospital management and 
British red tape, and a criticism on the capacity of 
British Army medical officers. This volunteer went to 
the Army hospital to have a thorn extracted from his 
foot. The “orderly officer” (i.e., the doctor going round 
the — each — a work, ae with a 
pair of forceps ‘‘large and strong enough to pull a tooth;” 
borrowed a brass pin and poked about with it; finally 

ave up the job and said he would try again next day. 
Next day he again postponed the matter, saying that the 
light was bad. On the third day another orderly officer 
set to work; made an unsuccessful attempt to prevent 
pain by the use of cocaine tablets; made two incisions, 
spilt a lot of blood, and after a half hour’s feeling about 
said to an attendant sergeant, “Here, — me? ou have 
a go,” the sergeant declining with thanks. he thorn 
was left in the foot. A doctor of higher rank took a look 
and declared he thought the thorn could not be there. 
The volunteer left the hospital, and eventually ex- 
tracted the thorn himself. He also discovered that a 
patient not “admitted” but only “detained” at a British 
Army hospital cannot draw rations from the hospital, 
but is supposed to receive them from his unit. This 
would have involved a daily tramp of two miles by the 
injured volunteer’s orderly carrying food, had he not 
happened to have a friend nearer at hand who brought 
him daily supplies. The volunteer’s father who for- 
warded his letter to the “Times” says in comment: 
“The picture-of a whole hospital staff under the R. A. 
M. C. unable to find or extract a thorn, a day or two 
after it had entered the foot, and the charming glimpse 
of read tape aisplayed in the inability of the hospital 
authorities to feed the patient because he was only ‘de- 
tained’ and not ‘admitted’ from Nov. 28 to Dec. 1 will 
help to show the public something of the crying need 
a | a ere 

e Britis oyal Commission appointed to investigate 
the South African hospital } oy has issued a long re- 
port, the tenor of which is that, reviewing the campaign 
as a whole, it cannot properly be said that tue medical or 
hospital arrangements broke down. It adds that there 
has been nothing in the nature of a scandal in regard 
to the care of the sick and wounded, and no general, 
widespread neglect. All the witnesses of experience 
in other wars were practically unanimous in declaring 
that, taking it all in all, the sick and wounded were 
never so well cared for in any other campaign. 





MAKING GOOD THE CANTEEN "5 


Now that the Army canteen is to bé ed sug: 
gestions are of value as to what means may be found 
to preserve its best features, as a social meeting place 
for the enlisted man and a means of varying his ration. 
Chaplain Orville J. Nave, U. 8..A., writing from Fort 
McPherson, Ga., to the New York “Tribune,” says: 
“We temperance people ate largely responsible for the 
agitation a t the Army canteen. Its abolition will 
radically the conditions of service. _ Dividends 
from the sale of beer have become a recognized necessity 
in company administration, One of the chief onge. 
ments in favor of continuing the canteen has been t 
it improves the ration of the soldier and conduces to his 
contentment and comfort. In other words, it demon- 
strates the inadequacy of the ration now provided by 
law for the many different conditions and circumstances 
of service. To deprive company commanders of this re- 
source without providin ually well from other sources 
will work incalculable hardships upon the soldiers, sow 
discontent and increase desertion and drunkedness, the 
latter as a reaction on account of increased distress being 
inflicted in the name of Somapananee. Uniess some’ 
is done to make good the loss that will be sustain 
the canteen will be restored after a year of hardship and 
universal dissatisfaction. 

“I suggest the following: A safe estimate of the 
ration value of the saloon dividend to each company 
is $50 a month, or about 11% cents a day to each soldier. 
The people should ask Congress to appropriate that sum 
to be turned over to company commanders to be admin- 
istered in the same manner as other company funds are 
qeeuiapatenes and as the canteen dividends are admiu- 
istered. 

“The British Government s matically encourages 
total abstinence in its army. The American Government 
has never expressed any appreciation of total abstinence 
as a desirable virtue in the soldier. Now that the can- 
teen may be abolished, a very desirable result, -@ s 
forward should be taken by the American people, an 
a premium should be pla upon total abstinence from 
the use of all alcoholic drink.. To secure it would insure 
more efficient discharge of the delicate duties of~ 
soldiers, especially in our new possessions and in 
It would reduce invalidism, save valuable lives, reduce 
nsions and return the soldier to eivil life with double 
onor, and it would elevate the character of the service. 
Therefore substantial efforts, it seems to me, should be 
made to promote this end and induce as many soldiers 
rr) — to abstain. These further suggestions .are 
offered. 

“Total abstinence societies should be encouraged, as 
is done in the British Army. Honorable mention t 
be made monthly of muster ane 7 rolls. Suitable 
marks of distinction might be devised for total abstainers 
to wear on duty. Preferential eligibility, other things 
being equal, to desirable places, including places where 
extra oepeenes is allowed. Preferential eligibility, 
after discharge, to Government places in the various 
services. Special mention in discharge papers. 

“To all soldiers who have a record free from conviction 
by military or other courts while in service should be 
paid a bounty of $50 at the time of taeir discharge. 

“G soldiers are underpaid. High character is 
now required. A different soldier is now in demand 
from what was required hitherto. No difference in pa 
is provided for a good soldier, who always and under a 
circumstances does his duty faithfully and well, from 
that given to the man who is the disturbing element _in 
the command, and who cannot be depended unon. We 
need some premium on character in our Army.”

It is difficult to understand the criticism to which the 
new Army Bill has been subjected, because it permits 
the President to increase or decrease the number of 
privates in the Army within certain limits fixed by the 
bill. For the cavalry the minimum for a troop is 43, 
and the maximum 76; for the infantry company the 
minimum is 48 privates and the maximum 127. In the 
artillery full discretion is given to fix the enlisted 
strength of any company “according to the requirements 
of the service to which it may be assigned.” Under pre- 
vious laws the President was allowed to fix the number 
of men in a troop of cavalry anywhere within a maxi- 
mum of 78; those in a battery of artillery anywhere 
within a total of 120, and in a company of infantry 
between 50 and 100. The act of March 2, 1899, fixed 
a limit of 43 privates for each troop of cavalry, 52 
privates for each battery of artillery and 48 privates 
for each company of infantry. But the President was 
authorized to maintain a total force of 65, in enlisted 
men, distributing the excess according to his discretion. 
Under this authority the number of privates in a troop 
of cavalry was increased to 78 and 96, in each battery 
of artillery to 133 and 85, and in each company of 
infantry to 105. 

So far as there is any change in the new bill it limits 
the discretion of the President, inasmuch as it fixed a 
minimum for the cavalry; yet Senator Bacon of Georgia 
occupied many hours of valuable time in protesting 
against a feature of the new bill which is of serious 
necessity, and in effect simply re-enacts existing law, 
and many of the daily papers have caught up his cry 
against an important provision of the bill which simply 
follows precedent, and echoed it over the country in 
various forms of objurgation and protest. The Army

is a constant sufferer from demagogy and ignorant 
criticism which reached its acme in the legislation con- 
cerning the post exchange. The Army Bill of 1899 
authorized a minimum force of 25,000 privates, in round 
figures. The Army Register, 1901, shows that the 
President, in the discretion allowed him, doubled 
this force, an increase of about 25,000. The margin 
between maximum and minimum in a force of 100,000, 
if in like proportion, would be 40,000, which is about 
the margin allowed in the new Army Bill. 

A correspondent who sends us an excellent article 
in answer to attacks on West Point and in deprecation 
of the general critical attitude of the press toward 
Army matters says: “I send this not necessarily for 
publication but that you may know there has been 
something said of the West Point matter ‘on the other 
side.’ I am an old newspaper correspondent and editor 
of many years’ experience, and I know whereof I speak; 
the papers have freely published all the denunciation 
of the Academy and the cadets, but so far as my ex- 
perience goes they are unwilling to hear anything in 
defense. I had the enclosed returned to me (it was 
sent to a New York daily), but the editor did so far 
depart from his ordinary rule as to explain at length 
why he would not print it. I should like to send 
his letter to you, and would do so but that it would 
be a breach of confidence. The Academy, its comman- 
dant and staff, and the cadets themselves have multi- 
tudes of friends, could they only ‘have'a hearing; but 
they cannot. My own letter (in defense of West Point) 
was based on the merits-of the case, as I. have very 
few friends-or acquaintances in the Service.” 
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PRECEDENCE AT WASHINGTON. 


At the memorial services in Washington, D. C., Feb. 
2, for the late Queen Victoria of Great Britain, Admiral 
Dewey, accompanied by the members of his staff, was 
seated by thé ushers in the pew immediately back of the 
members of the Supreme Court. Lieutenant Gen. Miles 
and Adjutant Gen. Corbin, with an escort of officers. 
were seated in the next pew back. As they left the 
church General Miles paused and waited for- Admiral 
Dewey to precede him. This is regarded as a final 
settlement of the question of precedence. 

The New Orleans “Times-Democrat” is of the 
opinion that the unknown who have laughed at the 
question of precedence should look up the early history 
of their country, instancing the efforts of President 
George Washington in this direction. Says the paper: 
“The arbiter of social matters in Washington to-day is 
Col. Theodore Bingham, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings and Grounds. Colonel Bingham is an officer 
of the Regular Army. He has charge of the Executive 
Mansion, arranges all official entertainments there, and 
stands at the President’s left to make presentations 
on official occasions. Colonel Bingham was named for 
this position because he had been for many years mili- 
tary attache at the German Court, which is one of the 
most punctilious on the Continent. Colonel Bingham 
can quote book and chapter for his decisions, and there 
is no appeal from them except to the President, who 
is a strict observer of social etiquette and upholds the 
decision of the master of ceremonies.”

Mrs. Dewey for precedence at official functions in Wash- 
ington, D. C., recalls the following: Once upon a time 
there was a Western Senator whose wife thought very 
lightly on these subjects. Being in Washington for a 
good time, she resolved to have it without bothering 
about precedence. She gave a dinner on one occasion, 
and when it was time to get her guests from the draw- 
ing room into the dining room she said: ‘“There’s some 
precedence about all this, but I don’t know what it is. 


Just shoo out to dinner, every one of you, and sit down: 


anywhere you please.”

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The English are much more prompt than we are to’ 


recognize military service without waiting for the com- 
pletion of the work in South Africa. Lord Roberts has 
been made an earl. The little body of officers who did 
good work in the recent Ashantee affair in command 
The colonel commanding, the heut. colonel and three ma- 
jors have been breveted; ten captains are appointed to the 
Distinguished Service Order, two other officers have 
been given promotion and two are awarded the Victoria 
Cross. If our government were equally liberal a mere 
list of the names of those honored would occupy a 
large part of a number of the Army and Navy Journal. 
When the elder Bennett was asked what was the secret 
of the success of his newspaper he answered that it 
was in getting all the news and “making a dommed 
fuss about it.” This. appears to be the policy of the 
English with reference to their small wars. The little 
war in Ashantee was a very creditable affair, but it 
does not compare with what has been accomplished by 
our soldiers in Cuba and the Philippines. 





Our lively contemporary, “Life,” says: “The canteen 
isn’t absolutely a palladium of our liberties, and the 
Army will get along somehow without it, but it was 4 
shame to abolish it, for the testimony was overwhelming 
that it did the Army good. Its merits were not consid- 
ered. The House seems to have abolished it partly 
from fear of the W. C. T. U. and the Prohibitionists, 
partly in a fit of spleen because a previous law passed 
for its extinction had been overruled. The Senat» 
sacrificed it to placate the House. The upshot of it all 
is that we will have more drunken soldiers than ever. 
It is a sore pity to deal that way with the Army, and 
when one thinks of what sort of folk it is that have 
brought this misdeed about, and how Congress would 
deride the notion of itself living up to the standard of 
abstemiousness which it has pretended to recommend 
to soldiers, the pity seems greater than ever.”

The appointments of general officers of the Regular 
Army reported this week wili, we fear, occasion some 
heart burnings, though all of those selected are gool 
menvand true. We gave nu credence to the reports 
concerning General Miles, and he appears, where we 
ex”ected to find him, at the head of the list as Lieuten- 
aunt General. It is the misfortune of General Miles to 
hold the most difficult position in the Army and the one 
that has brought most, if rot all, of his predecessors 
into trouble. General Scott und General Sherman fled 
from Washington to escape the annoyance they ex- 
perienced at the capital, the headquarters of criticism 
and intrigue; Grant and Sheridan had abundant cause 
to sigh for a lodge in some vast wilderness where 
rumor of deceit could never reach them, and Grant, who 
was the most truthful of mea, enjoyed the felicity of be- 
ing accused of lying by President Johnson. So 
General Miles not only has his promotion, but the ex- 
perience of illustrious predecessors, to console him for 
the eriticism to which his high position exposes him. As 
he does not retire until August 8, 1903, it will be some 
time before he will make a vacancy for others if he 
continues to the age limit. 

he two brigadier generals promoted to be major 
generals, Young and MacArthur, pass over the heads of 
Ward, who does not retire until April 14, 1901, and 
Merriam, who retires next November. Young retires 
Jan, 9, 1901, and MacArthur Jan. 2, 1909, he having 
entered the Volunteer Service at the age of 17 as 
adjutant of the 26th Wisconsin Inf. 

Of the twelve officers promoted to be brigadier gen- 
erals, one is a cavalry colonel, another a cavalry captain, 
one is an artillery major, five are infantry colonels, three 
are staff officers, and one is a graduate of the Military 
Academy, not now in the Regular Army. In the order 
of relative rank, Hughes heads the list of colonels, Bates 
is No. 5, following Mordecai of the Ordnance, Arnold of 
the cavalry, and De Russy of the infantry. Hall, who 

s No. 8, goes over the heads of these, and Burt and Sny- 

er of the infantry. Sumner is No. 20 and overslaughs 
one cavalry, four infantry and eleven staff colonels. 
Schwan, of the staff, goes over one cavalry, two artil- 
lery, six infantry and nineteen staff colonels. Randall 
soars over these and seven others, Wheaton over four 
more, Chaffee adds eight to the list of the overslaughed, 
ind Davis mounts over the heads of six cavalry and 
six artillery colonels, fifteen infantry and twenty-six 
staff colonels. 

Next comes the leap of Kobbe, which carries him over 
all of the colonels, all of the lieutenant colonels, and 101 
majors,. But the most astonishing feat of acrobatics is 
that of Capt. J. Franklin Bell, who lands among the 
stars with a flying leap that carries him over the heads 
of no less than 1,022 of his seniors. Leonard Wood is 
not far behind, inasmuch as he now ranks 497 who 
were before his seniors, and moves from the medical 
corps to near the head of the line. There has been vo 
similar case within our recollection since that of 8. 
Wylie Crawford, who was promoted from an assistant 
surgeon to a brigadier general of Volunteers, and was 
retired as a brigadier general of the Regular Army, be- 
ing subsequently promoted to major general. 

General Wood is a much more able man than General 
Crawford was, and he has had an experience in the 
immediate command of troops which Crawford did not 
have, and for lack of which he made mistakes which 
did much to injure the reputation of that excellent sol- 
dier, Warren, in whose corps Crawford had a division 

If so high an honor as that conferred on Captain sell 
was to be given to so young a man no better selection 
could have been made. Aside from the objection to the 
oversloughing of older officers of long and distinguished 
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service this appointment will be received with favor. 
There is no more diligent student of everything relating 
to the military art than General Bell, and he is in every 
way well equipped, physically and mentally, to be the 
instructor as well as the leader of men. He is regarded 
by those who know him best as one of the most broad 
and alert minded, capable and original men in the Army. 


‘ His promotion will give hope and encouragement to the 


younger officers, however much it may disappoint those 
who believe that long and faithful service should give 
precedence in promotion. 

The dates of retirement for the new brigadiers are: R. 
H. Hall, Nov. 15, 1901; Loyd Wheaton, July 15, 1902; 
R. P. Hughes, April 16, 1903; Geo. W. Davis, July 26, 
1903; W. A. Kobbe, May 10, 1904; G. M. Randall, Oct. 
8, 1905; Theo. Schwan, July 9, 1905; S. S. Sumner, 
Feb. 6, 1906; J. C. Bates, Aug. 20, 1906; Fred. D. 
Grant, May 30, 1916; J. J. Bell, Jan. 9, 1920; Leonard 
Wood, Oct. 9, 1924. It will be observed that General 
Wood can give them all odds and still beat them in 
longevity. 

There will be another vacancy in the grade of major- 
general created by the advancement of General Miles, 
which should be filled by the promotion of General Wade. 
General Wade and General Ludlow have been ordered 
to the Philippines and will relieve Generals Young and 
Bates, who will both return to this country after their 
long and arduous services. It is generally accepted as a 
fact that General MacArthur will be ordered home some 
time this spring and Major General Chaffee will be 
assigned to the command of the Department of the 
Pacific with neadquarters at Manila. General Schwan, 
it is said, will retire from active service in the near 
future, which will create another vacancy in the grade of 
brigadier-general. Colonel Daggett is booked for a 
brigadier-generalcy with the understanding that he wiil 
retire and there is a supposition that some of the other 
appointees to this grade will retire and make room for 
other officers. On the whole the nominations have met 
with great favor in the Army, although it is true, some 
objection has been raised to the promotion of certain 
officers of junior grade to be general officers in the 
Regular establishment. It will be noticed, however, 
that this is recognition of recent distinguished services, 
which there is no other way of rewarding, as the 
President has no power of selection below the rank of 
general officer. 

Although it is impossible to definitely state whether 
or not General Miles will retire next August, when he 
reaches the age of sixty-two, the impression is gaining 
ground in military circles that he will then ask to be 
placed on the retired list and thus make room for the 
promotion of Major General Otis to be a lieutenant 
general, The stories appearing in the dailies concern- 
ing hostility toward General Miles on the part of the 
Administration are without foundation, but it is known 
that the President is desirous of rewarding General 
Otis, who will-retire on March 25, 1902, General Brooke 
retiring on July 21 of the same year. The ranking 
officer in the Army will then be Adjutant General 
Corbin, who is eligible for appointment to the rank of 


lieutenant general. He _ retires September 15, 
1906. The statement has been made at the 
War Department that no action would be taken 


prior to June 30, 1901, looking to the appointment of 
General Shafter to be a major general, or of Generals 
Lee and Wilson to be brigadier generals on the retired 
list of the Army. The provision in the Army act for 
these appointments will be taken advantage of at that 
time, when the Volunteer commissions at present held 
by those officers will expire under the operation of the 
law. 

There has naturally been considerable anxiety among 
the junior officers in the Army over the prospect of 
being jumped by the large number of Volunteer officers 
who will be appointed to the Regular Service. In order 
to relieve their anxiety the following announcement has 
been made by the War Department: “Promotions will 
be made to the grade of 1st lieutenant in the Regular 
Army of all 2d lieutenants in that Army whose com- 
missions antedate the war with Spain. These promv- 
tions will carry up all officers in the Regulars who have 
had longer service than Volunteers but will still leave 
vacancies for Volunteer 2d lieutenants.” 

As the order of seniority of the general officers ap- 
pointed is determined by the date of nomination, Gen- 
eral Young being nominated as of Feb. 2, General 
Chaffee as of the 4th, and General MacArthur as of the 
5th, will take precedence in that order. General Wood 
is ranked by Generals Bates, Wheaton, Davis and 
Schwan and possibly by General Sumner, who was 
nominated as of the same date.

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ACTION UNDER THE ARMY BILL. 


The War Department has been working all the week 
on the reorganization of the Army as provided for by 
the new law recently passed by Congress. Several gen- 
eral orders of great importance have been issued by the 
Adjutant General’s Department, which we print else- 
where as far as they have been made public. Nomina- 
tions of officers promoted under the bill have been sent 
to the Senate, and many more will be sent from day to 
day. Realizing the extreme importance in immediately 
organizing the new regiments authorized under the act 
strenuous efforts are being made by the officers in 
Washington, as well as by officers detailed for recruit- 
ing duty, to have men in readiness to rush to the Philip- 
pines within a few weeks to relieve the Volunteers 
there. 

There are many officers in the Army entitled to pro- 
motion under the new act who have not yet been ex- 
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amined and whom it will be impossible to examine for 
many months on account of the inaccessibility of their 
present stations. The War Department decided, how- 
ever, that such officers will be nominated in their turn, 
just as if they had passed their examinations, with the 
understanding that their promotions are subject to 
examination at some later date. ‘his will be explained 
to the Senate, and no opposition to the plan is looked 
for. By this rule much time will be saved, and officers 
entitled to advanced rank will not ve nelu up on ac- 
count of officers above them not having been examined. 

Examinations for admission to the Regular Medical 
Department of the Army are to be ordered in the 
immediate future to fill the large number of vacancies 
created by the Army act. As has been the policy of the 
Department, those acting assistant surgeons desirous of 
entering the Regular service will be given first chance 
in the examinations, although it is known tuat it will be 
necessary to hold competitive examinations to civilian 
doctors. 

No new developments have occurred in the plans for 
the return of the Volunteers since our issue of Feb. 2. 
The War Department has not yet been informed by 
General MacArthur as to the order in which the regi- 
ments will return, nor the dates upon which the trans- 
ports will sail. General Bird, of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, has stated to the representative of the 
Army and Navy Journal that at the present time there 
are a sufficient number of transports in Manila Bay to 
immediately bring back 9,000 men, but until reinforce- 
ments are sent from this country there can be no 
extended movement homewards. Every precaution has 
been taken by the Quartermaster’s Department to have 
no delay from lack of transports, and when it becomes 
necessary at the last moment to send several regiments 
off at once this Department will have chartered trans- 
ports ready at Manila. 

The Secretary of War has approved the recommenda- 
tion made by Surgeon General Sternberg that immediate 
action be taken looking to the appointment of the thirty 
contract dental surgeons authorized by the new law. 
It is provided by the act that three of the dental surg- 
eons shall be first appointed by the Surgeon General, 
with the approval of the Secretary of War, who will 
have charge of conducting the examinations to be given 
to the many other applicants for the positions. Tha 
Surgeon General has announced that he has appointed 
Dr. J. 8. Marshall, of Chicago, and Dr. Robert T. 
O.iver, of Indianapolis, ‘The third member of the 
board has not yet been decided upon. The board wiil 
meet in Washington on the 11th of the present month. 
There have already been many hundred applications 
made for the twenty-seven places left after the 
appointment of the three members of the board, but it 
is understood that the Surgeon General will select one 
applicant from each State to be examined. 

We observe that the attorney of ex-Captain Carter 
has issued a pamphlet addressed “to all who believe in 
fair play” criticising Army courts-martial and declaring 
that Carter’s conviction was unjustified. The pamphlet 
states that the attitude of the judge advocate was “un- 
truthful and vindictive,” that the court-martial must 
have been influenced by the “appalling number of 
specifications, thirty-seven in number,” and that after 
a four months’ trial the judge-advocate “induced the 
court to admit a mass of irrelevant testimony calculated 
to arouse the suspicions of its members.” The assertion 
is made that Carter’s conviction was ‘‘the fault of the 
system—now long since abandoned by all other civilized 
nations—whereby the prosecuting officer is the legal ad- 
viser of the court.” 

“The truth in this case will finally come out,” the 
pamphlet states. “No staff department in the Ariay is 
powerful enough to keep it bid much longer; and when 
it does, its light will smite more than one person with 
blindness.” Abram Rose, who was Carter’s counsel in 
the certiorari proceeding in the Federal courts aud in 
subsequent proceedings in the Supreme Court, said that 
he understood that Western counsel intended taking Car- 
ter’s case to the Supreme Court on the ground that while 
the court-martial sentenced Carter on sixteen specifica- 
tions, the President dismissed twelve of them without 
reconvening the court to re-sentence the defendant. The 
coutention of counsel is that Carter may be serving sen- 
tence on charges dismissed by the President. The “Car- 
ter case” has fallen to a low estate when Carter's at- 
torney thus makes public confession that he can only 
expect sympathy and credulity (what he calls “fair 
play”) from cranks, hysterical women and possibly some 
hysterical journal. That the attorney for Carter ig 
willing to resort to these unprofessional and irregdlar 
methods is itself a confession of the justice of bis trial 
and the legality of his sentence, and will be so considered 
by the court and the President, to whom it is not ad- 
dressed.

The President has approved and signed H. R. 4728, 
providing for leaves of absence to certain employees of 
the Government. 

The joint resolution, S. R. 43, granting a life-saving 
medal of the first class to Lieut. Fidelio S. Carter, of the 
U. 8S. Navy, has been duly enrolled and signed in House 
and Senate. 

The following resolution, submitted to the Senate by 
Mr. Bacon on Jan. 5, has been ordered to lie on the 
table, subject to be taken up by a majority vote. “Re- 
solved, That any and every public document, paper, or 
record on the files of any Department of the Government 
relating to any subject whatever over which Co 
has any grant of power, jurisdiction, or control under 
the Constitution is subject to the call or inspection of 
the Senate for its use in the exercise of its constitutional 
powers and jurisdiction.” 

Mr. Stewart has submitted to the Senate an amend- 
ment to the Fortification bill proposing to appropriate 
$10,000 for the purchase of the patents of John 
Howell for counterpoise disappearing carriages; also an 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill, proposing to appro- 
priate $100,000 for the purchase cf guns and accessories 
for the United States Revenue Cutter Service. 

Mr. Wellington submitted an amendment to the River 
and Harbor bill, proposing to appropriate $142,000 for 
improving Annapolis Harbor. 

In the Senate on Feb, 1, and again on Feb. 2, an 
effort was made by Mr. Cockerill to bring up H. R. 
7571, to prevent the failure of military justice, but ob- 
jection was made owing to the length of time required for 
its consideration, and it went over. It is a bill giving 
courts autbority to compel the attendance of witnesses, 
has passed the House, and the War Department is very 
anxious that the bill shall be passed at once. 

The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted to the 
Senate Naval Committee the draft of a bill increasing by 
ninety the number of cadets at the Naval Academy, by 
authorizing the appointment of one cadet by each Sena- 
tor. In order to provide officers of the lower grades 
needed en ships already in commission, he recommends 
that the cadets be commissioned after completing the 
four years’ course at the eg In this connection, 
Secretary Long furnished the following table showing 
the number of vacancies which, under the present law, 
will occur in the grade of ensign at the close of each 
fiscal year, and the time required to fill them:

It would take, according to the statement, until July 
80, 1910, before the vacancies in the grade would he 
filled. Attention is also called to the fact that no pro- 
vision has been made for providing additional officers 
to man the ships now under construction, and a table 
is presented showing the number of officers, chiefly in 
the grades of lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade), and 
ensign, who will be needed. New vessels completed 
July 1, 1902—295; old vessels now in reserv 1; new 
vessels completed after 1902, 306; a total of 902. This 
total includes the necessary reserve of 25 per cent., but 
does not include the officers needed to put in commission 
the colliers, supply, repair, and hospital ships or auxili- 
ary gunboats and cruisers. 

Secretary Root has recommended to Congress an 
appropriation of $167,000 for a modern seacoast battery 
at the West Point Military Academy. The Secretary 
says the battery now used in the instruction of cadets 
is obsolete, and should be replaced at once. 

The House has passed the bill providing for the con- 
struction of a steam revenue cutter for use in the harbor 
of Boston, Mass. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported favorably the joint resolution (8. R. 134) relating 
to leaves of absence granted officers of the Army. ‘his 
resolution passed the Senate Jan. 16, 1901. It provides 
that leaves of absence granted to officers beyond the 
limits of the United States or in Alaska since Oct. 13. 
18Y8, or hereafter, shall be regarded as taking effect on 
reaching the United States, and as terminating on de- 
parture from ‘the United States in returning to their 
commands, as authorized by an order of the Secretary 
of War dated Oct. 13, 1898. 

The House Committee on War Claims has reported 
without amendment H. R. 7943, to authorize the reim- 
bursement of officers and men of the Army and Navy 
for medical expenses incurred during leave or furlough. 
The report states that as the passage of the bill is recom- 
mended by the surgeon general of the Army, who is 
most familiar with the circumstances relating to the 
cases which will be affected by the measure, and his 
recommendations are concurred in by the Secretary of 
War, and as the proposition seems just and righteous in 
itself, the Committee recommend that the bill do pass. 

ahe House Committee on Invalid Pensions has re- 
ported with amendments 8. R. 8, which was passed b 
the Senate on Jan. 8. This joint resolution is as fol- 
lows, the House amendments ag | given in narenthes:s: 

That the Act approved June 27, 1890, entitled “An 
Act granting pensions to soldiers and sailors who are 
incapacitated for the performance of manual labor, and 
providing for pensions to widows, minor children, and 
dependent parents,” is construed and held to include 
all persons who served for ante days in the military 
or naval service of the United States during the late 
war of the rebellion, and who have been honorably dis- 
charged therefrom (notwithstanding a prior service 10 
the Confederate Army or Navy, and section 4716, atev. 
Stat., is amended accordingly. Provided, however), 
That the foregoing shall not apply to those who served 
im the 1st, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th and 6th regiments, U. S. V. 
Inf., who had a prior service in the Confederate Army 
or Navy (nor to those who served more than one year 
in the Confederate Army or Navy, nor to those who, 
having had such prior service, enlisted in the military 
or naval service of the United States after Jan. 1, 
1865: And provided further, That no pension shall be 
granted for any disability incurred while aiding or 
abetting the late rebellion; and that no pension shall 
be granted under this resolution except on application 
therefor filed after its passage.) 

In the House on Feb. 1 Mr. Sherman endeavored to 
obtain unanimous consent for the consideration of H. 
R. 11394, authorizing the President to appoint William 
G. Mayer an efficer in the Navy with the rank of 
lieutenant commander. Objection was made by Mr. 


Steele, unless he appointment skould be to the retired 
list. 

The special committee of the House which investigated

The resolution offered in the Senate by Mr. Teller, 
calling on the Secretary of War for information as to 
the deportation from Manila of George T. Rice, of the 
“Daily Bulletin,” and as to the offence with which he 
was charged, was laid before the Senate on Feb. 5. 
Mr. Teller said that he understood that General Mac- 
Arthur had suppressed four Manila newspapers since 
last Deeember. He denounced the arrest, imprison- 
ment and deportation of Mr. Rice as an outrageous 
proceeding; and read the article which was made the 
pretext for it, challenging any Senator to defend the 
transaction. He regarded it as a grievous offense 
against the liberty of a citizen of the Unjted States, 
that he could be taken from Manila and deported under 
the charge of being “a dangerous incendiary and a 
menace to the military situation,” an offense not known 
in any free country in the world. The resolution was 
agreed to. + 

The Senate on Feb. 6 passed, with a few _amend- 
ments the bill making appropriation for the Military 
Academy. The most important amendment made in the 
Senate is one which relates to hazing at the Academy, 
and is as follows: “Provided, That tion 1319, Chap- 
ter 4, Title 14, on the Revised Statutes, be, and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: “Sec. 1319. Ap- 
pointees shall be examined under reguiations to be 
framed by the Secretary of War before they shall be 
admitted to the Academy and shall be required to be 
well versed in such subjects as he may, from time to 
time, prescribe.’ Provided further, ‘that the Superin- 
tendent of the Military Academy shall make such rules, 
to be approved by the Secretary of War, as will ef- 
fectually peas the practice of hazing; and any cadet 
found guiltv of participating in or encouraging or coun- 
tenancing such practice shall be summarily expelled 
from the Academy and shall not thereafter be reap- 
pointed to the corps of cadets or be eligible for appoint- 
ment as a commissioned officer in the Army or Navy.” 
Many other amendments were made in the bill, one 
of which rtains to the Academy band, where it is 
provided that the leader of the band shall have the 
pay, allowances and emoluments of a second lieuten- 
ant not mounted. Another amendment made in the 
Senate Committee gives the master of the sword the 
relative rank and pay of a first lieutenant mounted, and 
it is further provided that whenever a vacancy shall 
occur in the office of master of the sword and instructor 
of military gymnastics the office shall cease to exist and 
the duties attached thereunto shall thereafter be per- 
formed by an officer of the line of the Army. No other 
ameniments worthy of mention are made in the bill, 
which now goes to conference. 
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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs, reporting 
on Feb. 4 on the Army appropriation bill, H. R. 14017, 
stated that the total amount appropriated by this bill is 
$117,994,649.10. The estimates furnished were on the 
basis of an Army of sixty-five thousand men and were 
for $113,019,044.21. Since these estimates were sent to 
Congress an act has been passed fixing the strength 
of the Army at one hundred thousand men, and the 
Paymaster General and others having charge of the 


appropriations were called before the Committee on 
N ilitary Affairs and asked to give new estimates, whica 
they did in the hearings had before the committee. 
The estimates furnished aggregate $130,349,782.93, or 
$12,355,138.83 more than the bill as at first proposed. 
The itemized statement shows that of the decrease on 
the estimates $1,000,000 is for an emergency fund 
at the discretion of the President: other items of decrease 
are for various pay accounts; over half a million for 
travel allowance to enlisted men on discharge; $1,725,- 
_ yd subsistence supplies; $5,914,707 for transporta- 
ion, ete. 

It is explained that in the bill under the item of 
additional pay for length of service of enlisted men 
the last proviso is intended to give relief to men enlistin 
in the Regular Army between April 21, 13808, an 
April 26, 1898, putting them on the same basis as thos. 
who enlisted during that period “for the war only,” and 
granting them one month’s extra pay upon discharge. 
This clause of the bill is in full as follows: 

“For pay of enlisted men of ail grades, including re- 
cruits, $14,000,000. For additional pay for length of 
service for all enlisted men, exclusive of Hospital Corps, 
$1,000,000. Provided, That hereafter all ollctnsente of 
pay of enlisted men of the United States Army, 
under section 16 of act of Congress approved March 2, 
1899, that have been or shall be naid to the designated 
allottees, after the expiration of one month subsequent 
to the month in which said allotments accrued, shall 
pass to the credit of the disbursing officer who has made 
or shall make such payment; Provided, That said dis- 
bursing officer shall, before making payment of said 
allotments, use, or shall have used, diligence in obtaining 
and making use of all information that may have been 
received in the War Department relative to the grantors 
of the allotments; And provided further, That if an 
erroneous payment is made because of the failure of an 
officer responsible for such report to report, in the 
manner prescribed by the Secretary of War, the death 
of a grantor or any fact which renders the allotment 
not payable, then the amount of such erroneous pay- 
ment shall be collected by the Paymaster General from 
the officer who fails to make such report, if such co'- 
lection is practicable; Provided, That enlistments in the 
Regular Army on and after April 21, 1898, from whicb 
date war was declared to have existed between the 
Lnited States and Spain, up to and including April 26, 
1598, shall be deemed enlistments for the war with 
Snain and shrjl entitle men so enlisting to the extra 
pay and on the same conditions granted to men who 
enlisted in the Regular Army subsequent to the declat- 
ation of war, for the war only, as provided by an

Under the head of mileage to officers and contra 

surgeons the proviso has been slightly changed _ 
the existing law. This change was made at the earnest 
request of the Paymaster General, and it is believed by 
the committee to be advisable. ‘The same item also 
contains a proviso providing for paying officers and 
eniisted men who were reeniisted in the Philippines the 
same, travel pay as though they had enlisted in this 
country. The necessity for this is shown by corres- 
pondence from the War Department. This section of 
the bill is now as follows: 


“For mileage to officers and contract surgeons whe 
authorized by law, $500,000; Provided, That hereafter 
otticers so traveling shall be paid seven cents per mile 
and no more; distances to be computed and mileage to 
be paid over the shortest usually traveled routes, with 
deduction as hereinafter provided; and payment ang 
settlement of mileage accouuts of officers shal] be made 
according to distances and deductions computed over 
routes established and by mileage tables prepared by the 
Paymaster General of the Army under the direction of 
the Secretary of War; and all payments made by pay- 
masters on account of mileage previous to the passage 
of this act shall be settled in accordance with distance 
tables officially promulgated and in use at date of pay- 
ment. The Secretary of War may determine what shall 
constitute travel and duty ‘without troops’ within the 
meaning of the laws governing the payment of mileage 
and commutation of quarters to officers of the Army; 
Provided further, That officers who so desire may, upon 
application to the Quartermaster’s Department, be fur- 
nished with transportation requests, exclusive of sleep- 
ing and parlor car accommodations, for the entire jour. 
ney under their orders; and the transportation so fur. 
nished shall be a charge against the officer’s mileage 
account, to be deducted at the rate of three cents per 
mile by the paymaster paying the account, and of the 
amount so deducted there shall be turned over to an 
authorized officer of the Quartermaster’s Department 
three cents per mile for transportation p Ale ow over 
any railroad which is not free, bond-aided, or fifty per 
centum land-grant railroad for the credit of the appro- 
priation for transportation of the Army and its supplies; 
And provided further, That when the established route 
of travel shall, in whole or in part, be over the line of 
any railroad on which the troops and supplies of the 
United States are entited to be transported free of 
charge, or over any of the bond-aided Pacific railroads, 
or over any fifty per centum land-grant railroad, officers 
traveling as herein provided for shall, for the travel 
over such roads, be furnished with transportation re- 
quests, exclusive of sleeping and parlor car accommoda- 
tions, by the Quartermaster’s Department: And provide 
further, That when transportation is furnished by th: 
Quartermaster’s Department, or when the established 
route of travel is over any of the railroads above speci- 
fied, there shall be deducted from the officer's mileage 
account by the paymaster paying the same three cents 
al mile for the distance for which transportation has 

n or should have been furnished: And provided 
further, That actual expenses only shall be paid to offi- 
cers for sea travel when traveling, as herein provided for, 
to. from, or between our island possessions; Provided also, 
That hereafter when an officer shall be discharged from 
the Service, except by way of punishment for an offense, 
he shall receive for travel allowances from the place of 
his discharge to the place of his residence at the time 
of his apnointment or to the vlace of his original muster 
into the Service four cents per mile; and an enlisted man 
when discharged from the Service, except by way of 
punishment for an offense, shall receive four cents per 
mile from the place of his discharge to the place of 
his enlistment, enrollment, or original muster into the 
Service; Providéd further, That any ofticer or enlisted 
man in the Service of the United States who was dis- 
charged in the Philippine Islands and there reentered 
the Service through commission or enlistment shall, 
when discharged, except by way of punishment for an 
offense, receive for travel allowances from the place 
of his discharge to the place in the United States of his 
last preceding appointment or «nlistment, four cents 
per mile; Provided further, That for sea travel on 
discharge, to, from, or between our island possessions, 
actual expenses only shall be paid to officers and trans- 
pertains and subsistence enly shall be furnished to en- 
isted men. For contract surgeons, $864, For ad- 
ditional twenty per centym increase on pay of enlisted 
men, $2,500,000.” 

Under the item of additional 10 per cent. to officers 
serving at foreign stations a proviso is added which is 
intended to give the increase pay provided, to officers 
and enlisted men, while serving in China, as follows: 
“For additional ten per centum increase on pay of 
officers serving at foreign stations, five hundred p= Me 
Provided, That hereafter the pay rar of all officers 
and enlisted men serving beyond the limits of the 
States comprising the Union, and the Territories of th? 
United States contingent thereto, shall be increased ten 
centum for officers and twenty rer centum for en- 
isted men over and above the rates of pay proper as 
fixed by law for time of peace, and the time of such 
service shall be counted from the date of departure from 
said States to the date of return thereto; Provided 
further, That the officers and enlisted men who have 
served in China at any time since May 26, 1900, sha!!

Under the head of transportation of the Army and its 
supplies a proviso is added making available until used 
the unexpended balance of the appropriation for the 
fiseal year ending June 30, 1901, for construction of 
military roads in Alaska. This is earnestly requested 
by the Quartermaster General in House Document 
No. 365, second session of the Fifty-sixth Congress; 

Under the head of the Signal Service of the Army a 
proviso is added making the unexpended balance of the 
appropriation for 1901 for telegraph and cabie_lines in 
Alaska available for the fiscal year ending June 
1902. This was added upon the earnest request of 
tne Chief Signal Officer, as shown in House Documen: 
No. 365, second session of the Fifty-sixth Congress; 
$25,000 is provided for additional pay for _increased 
rank when in command by competent authority, “Pro- 
vided, That no part of this sum shall be used for pa 
of officers assigned to higher command than their ran 
in the Army, unless such service shall be continuous for 
a period of not less than three months.”

The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications held a 


short meeting of two days on Feb. 6 and 7, and con- 
sidered many matters of the utmost importance to the 
Artillery and to the Ordnance Deparment. The — 
scheme for supplying the sea coast fortifications wit 
more modern pad was discussed by the board, but the 
proposed test of mortar batteries at lortland, as sug- 
gested by Major Story, was the matter to which the 
board devoted a greater part of its session. It is under- 
stood that this test will be held and that the efficiency 
of the mortar battery for sea coast defenses will be 
finally determined. As we have often said in these col- 
umus, the antagonism to the mortar among otticers of 
the Artillery is well defined, and the question will sooner 
or later have to be settled to the satisfaction of all. 
Another subject considered by the board was the in- 
tended test next summer, in conjunction with the Navy, 
of the scheme of fire control. The test will be held in 
New York sttarbor, fees = oe by zange oe 

ition finders as well as other subjects of a like nature 
Pall be Already the Navy has 
signified its willingness to assist in the test, which now 
bids fair to be one of the most interesting events of the 
coming summer. The importance of a joint test of such 
a nature cannot be overestimated.

Now that the House has passed the’ bill making 
appropriation for the fortifications it is the intention of 
officers interested in seeing the scope of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications extended to its proper 
position to make a strong plea before the Senate Com- 
mittee which has charge of this bill. Lieutenant General 
Miles and the Secretary of War are extremely anxious 
that legislation be effected placing this board back in 
its original position as intended at the time of its forma- 
tion. That is, it is desired that the board shall in 
reality, and not nominally, establish types of ordnance 
for the use of this country. In this connection it is 
urged that-the membership of the board be increased 
by two artillery officers. The new scheme for equip- 
ning our seacoast fortifications will be stated before the 
Senate Committee. As the bill now stands after having 
passed the House no provision is maue for mortar bat- 
teries, and, indeed, it seems to be. admitted by all that 
the mortar for our seacoast (fortifications has gone out 
of existence.

It is believed at the Treasury Department that now, 
after many years of waiting, the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice will at last get through Congress legislation favor- 
able to a reorganization which will be of inestimable 
benefit to the personnel. The bill introduced last ses- 
sion, which was at that time printed in full in the 
Army and Navy Journal, has been given a far better 
place in the line for action, and there is little doubt 
that it will be passed as soon as taken up for con- 
sideration.

The Louisville “Cou publishes a notice 
of Capt. LD. D. Mitchell in which it says: While com-

homes. One of these was tne death of General Lawton, 
whose wife was from this city, and the 
Capt. D. D. Mitchell, whose wife was the sister of the 
late Dr. Preston B. tt, of this city. The loss of 
these two Nant officers brought sorrow to a_ large 
cirele of relatives and friends in Kentucky quite as 
poignaut as if they had been citizens of the Stute. 
As to the first, Congress and the co-operation of frie uds 
throughout the country have done all that duty or gen- 
erosity could prompt to provide for his bereaved family. 
As to the latter, it yet remains for the Government he 
served so faithfully to recognize its obligations to an 
officer who gave his life in its defense and to those he 
has left dependent on the good faith of his country. 
The death of Captain Mitchell occurred under circum- 
stances which peculiarly entitle his memory to recog- 
nition.” 

Mr. George W. Seay, one of Nashville’s oldest and 
best known citizens, died at his home, Nashville, Tenn., 
Jan, 31. He was descended from two of the oldest. fam- 
ilies in the State, and was a graduate of the Uniyersi 
of Nashville and took high honors in the classes. 
classical scholar by taste, he was none the less pro- 
ficient in mathematics and the sciences. Graduated 
when but little over 17 years of age, he visited Califor- 
nia about 185 and returned on muleback, alone, 
through Mexico about a year afterwards. His fluency 
made him a master of the Spanish and French languages, 
and his grammatical correctness made him for years 
an authority with pringass, pouiabers and teachers. On 
April 3, 1862, he married Miss Jennie Magruder Branch, 
who was descended from early settlers who came to 
Virginia before the Mayflower sailed from Southamp- 
ton. To them were born eight children, of whom three 
survive, Capt. Samuel ef Jr., 28d U. 8. Inf., a grad- 
uate of the Military Academy, now Military Governor 
of Siassi, P. I., and Misses Janie and Donna Seay. After 
his marriage he enlisted in the Confederate Army as a 
member of the Ist Tennessee Cavalry, and was present 
at the final surrender of the Confederate forces. 

Capt. Raymond Sulzer, Asst. Q. M., U. 8S. V., a 
brother of ngressman William ulzer, of New York, 
died at San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 3, on board the trans- 
ae Pakling just as the vessel dropped anchor in the 

arbor. Captain Sulzer was appointed June 23, 1898, 
from the 3d giment of New Jersey, in which he was a 
corporal. He had served two years in the Philippines 
most of the time in command of a steamer which carried 
coal between Hong Kong and Nagasaki. He was taken 
ill last month, and was sick all the way over. 


Theodore F. Forbes, a son of Major T. F. Forbes, 5th 

. S. Inf., and one of the members of the staff of the 
“‘Democrat” of Rochester,-N. Y., died at the City Hos- 

ital, Rochester, Jan. 2¥, of pneumonia, superinduced 

y exposure while on duty at the Orphan Asylum fire 
on Jan. 8. Mr. Forbes was born at rort Leavenworth, 
Kas., July 7, 1876. His early life was spent at different 
military posts to which his father was assigned. After 
preparing for college, he entered Lehigh University, 
where he remained for three years, and entered upon 
newspaper work in the office of the “Democrat and 
Chronicle” nearly two years ago: Commenting on wis 
death the “Democrat and Chronicle,” among other 
things says: “From the first he showed singular apti- 
tude for the work, and was already making rapid ad- 
vancement in the profession, which he had honored thus 
early in his career. It can be truly and correct.y said of 
Theodore F. Forbes that he died in the line of duty. 
The characteristics of sturdy, manly integrity were his 
by heredity, and they had been ingramed bv «# life in 
which the obligations to duty were constantly before him. 
His ufe was a ufe of uprigdtness and be has bequeatucd 
to his colleagues an example which is worthy of emula- 
tion.” 

E. C. Kaufmann, leader of the band on board Admiral 
Dewey’s flagship at the battie of Manila Bay, «ou inited 
suicide at Honolulu, on Jan, 24, by shooting himself 
with a revolver. He had been accused of improper con- 
duct with young giils. He teft a letter addressed to 
Captain Bergen, leader of the Haw: ii'n Band. of wh h 
he was a member, saying t.at he could not live and fue 
the disgrace of the charges against him, though he de- 
nied their truth. 

The death of Mrs. Mary Palmer Banks at Waltham, 
Mass., Jan. 30, 1901, recalls the memory of her late 
husband, Gen, Nathaniel P. Banks, a distinguished son 
of Mavsachusetts, general officer in the field during the 
war, Governor of his State, speaker of the National 
House of Representatives, ete. 

Col. George Dougl»s Brewerton, formerly of the 
United States Army, died on Jan. 31 in New York Ci y. 
He was about SO years ok! and was born in Khode 
Island. In 1846 he was made a 2d livutenant in the 
Second New York Volunteers, and in 1847 2d lieutenant 
of the First United States Inf. He resigned in 1850. 

Capt. George B. Chardley, a veteran of the Civil War, 
died at his home in Worcester, Mass., on Jan. 31 of 
pneumonia. During the Civil War he went to the 
front with the 37th ny en and gained the rank of 
captain. He had the distinction of being the captain 
on guard at General Sheridan's quarters on the day 
when the news of the defeat of the Union troops at 
Winchester was brought to him. Captain Chandley 
awakened General Sheridan and. started him on that 
famous ride which turned defeat into victory. . 

Jean de Peyster Douw, who died at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., Jan. 30, held prominent posiuons in the National 
Guard of New York from 1835 to 1845, and during the 
Civil War he was one of the two remaining members of 
the Sons of the Revolution, the other being Gen. Francis 
K. Pinto. It is noted in this connection that the Volun- 
teer Register, 1861-65, reports “Capt. John D. P. Douw, 
12ist N. Y. Vols., died Nov. 11, 1864, of wounds re- 
ceived in action.” 

Brevet Major Charles E. Clarke, captain, U. 8. A., 
retired, died at his home in New Rochelle, N. Y., Feb. 
2, 1901. He was born in Lebanon, Conn., in 1814, and 
in 1861 recruited a company of the 6th Michigan Inf. 
in Kalamazoo and went to the front. The regiment 
was on duty in the city of Baltimore a short time and 
then went South. Captain Clarke was promoted on the 
field of battle to be a major, and in 1865 was mustered 
out of the volunteer service as a lieutenant colonel of 
the Gth Michigan Inf. He was brevetted major March 
2, 1867, for gallant and meritorious service at the siege 
of Port Hudson, near Natchez, Miss. He was agpaiutes 
as a captain in the Regular Army in 1867, and served 
until his retirement in 1876 in the Western 
division of the Army. He took part in guarding the 
Union Pacific Railway while it was being constructed, 
and also in quieting the uprising among the Indians, 
being. ot one time in command of a battalion under Gen- 
eral Custer.

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OUR NEW GENERAL OFFICERS. 


We give a brief resume of the military records of the 
officers just selected to fill the original vacancies in the 
list of major generals and brigadier generals of the 
Regular Army. Elsewhere we have something to say 
about the lieutenant general. 

Brig.-Gen. Samuel B. M. Young entered the military 
Service during the Civil War as a private in the 12th 
Penn. Inf. He served with distinction all through the 
Civil War. His first commission was as captain of the 
4ta Penn. Cav., Sept. 6, 1861, and subsequently he was 
prometed major, lieutenant-colonel and colonel of the 
same regiment. He received the brevets for gallant and 
meritorious services of major, lieutenant-colonel, colonel 
and brigadier-general. He served during the final cam- 
paign at Sailors’ Creek, Va., against Lee, and was 
commissioned in the U. 8. Army as 2d lieutenant of the 
12th Infantry May 11, 1866. He received his promotion 
as colonel of the 3d Cavalry June 19, 1867. On May 4, 
1898, he was appointed brigadier-general U. S. V., and 
major-general U. S. V. July 8, 1898. He received a 
second appointment as brigadier-general U. S. V. 
April 13, 1899, and was appointed a brigadier-general of 
the Army Jan. 2, 1900. General Young served gallantly 
in Cuba, and was subsequently in command of the 
Montauk encampment. He is at present on duty in the 
Department of Northern Luzon, P. I. 

General Adna R. Chaffee was born in Ohio and 
entered the Army as a private in Co. K, 6th U. 8S. Cav., 
July 22, 1861, and served with distinction all through 
the Civil War. He received the brevet of 1st lieutenant 
and captain for gallant and meritorious service at 
Gettysburg and Dinwiddie C. H., Va.; brevet-major 
March 7, 1868, for gallant and-efficient service in an 
engagement with Commanche Indians on Point Creek, 
Texas, March 7, 1868; brevet lieutenant colonel Feb. 27, 
1890, for gallant service in leading a cavalry charge 
over r¢ugh and precipitious bluffs held by the Indians 
on Red River, Texas, Aug. 30, 1874, and gallant services 
against Indians July 17, 1882. He commanded a 
brigade at the battle of El Caney, Cuba, during the 
war with Spain with distinction, and his work in China 
has received the highest commendation. 

Major General Arthur MacArthur, U. 8. V., colonel 
and assistant adjutant general, began his military service 
as a 1st lieutenant of the 24th Wis. Vols., Aug. 4, 1862, 
serving throughout the civil war, up to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel. He was appointed to a lieutenancy 
in the 17th United States Infantry Feb. 23, 1866, and 
to the A. G. Department July 1, 1889. He received 
the brevets of lieutenant colonel and colonel of Volunteers 
for gallant and meritorious service. He was appointed 
a brigadier-general of volunteers May 27, 1898, and a 
major-general of volunteers Aug. 13, of the same year, 
and at oresent commands the Division of the Philippines. 
General MacArthur was awarded a medal of honor for 
coolness and conspicuous bravery in action in seizing 
the colors of his regiment at a critical moment, and 
planting them on the captured works on the crest of 
Missionary Ridge, Tenn., Nov. 25, 1863. 

Brig. Gen. John C. Bates at the time of his appoint- 
ment was the colonel of the 2d U. S. Inf., and a briga- 
dier-general of volunteers serving in the Philippines. H2 
was born in Missouri and was appointed a Ist Lieut. of 
lith Infantry, May 14, 1861, serving throughout the 
Civil War. He received a brevet of major Aug. 1, 1864, 
for faithful and meritorious service in the field, and 
the brevet of lieutenant colonel April 9, 1865, for gallant 
and meritorious service during the operations resulting 
in the surrender of Lee. He was transferred to the 
20th Infantry in September, 1866, was promoted Major 
of the 5th Infantry in May, 1882, and transferred to 
the 20th Infantry the same year. He was promoted 
lieutenant-colonel, 13th Infantry, in Oct., 1866, and 
transferred to the 20th Infantry in Dec., 1890, and was 
made colonel of the 2d Infantry, April 25, 1892. On 
May 4, 1898, he was appointed a brigadier-general of 
volunteers, and in July of the same year he was ap- 
pointed major general, U. S. V., being discharged in 
April, 1899. He was appointed brigadier-general of 
volunteers April 13, 1899. He is at present serving in 
the Philippines in command of the Department of 
Southern Luzon. 

Brig. Gen. Loyd Wheaton was born in Michigan 
and entered the military service as first sergeant in 
Co. L, 8th Illinois Voluiteers, April 20, 1861, serving 
throughout the Civil War until mustered out in May, 
1866. During his service in the Civil War he held 
commissions as first lieutenant, captain, major and 
lieutenant-colonel. He was appointed Captain of the 
34th Infantry, U. S. A., in July, 1866. He received the 
brevet of colonel of volunteers for faithful and meritor- 
ious service during the campaign against the City of 
Mobile and its defenses; brevet major for gallant and 
meritorius service at Vicksburg and in the assault on 
sort Blakely, Ala. For distinguished gallantry in the 
assault on Fort Blakely, Ala., April 9, 1865, he was 
awarded a medal of honor. He was promoted colonel 
ef the 20th Infantry, February 6, 1890, was transferred 


to the 20th Inf. as colonel in Feb,, 1899. and appointed 
a brigadier-general of Volunteers May 27, 1898. He 
is at present serving in the Philippines in command of the 
Department of Northern Luzon. ; 

Brigadier-General George W. Davis is a veteran of 
the Civil War. On November 27, 1861, he began his 
military service as Q. M. Sergeant of the 11th Con- 
necticut Volunteers, and was appointed Ist lieutenant 
in the same regiment, April 5, 1862. For faithful and 
meritorious service during the war he was made a 
brevet major of volunteers on March 13, 1865. He 
served as Captain and A. Q. M., volunteers and major 
and Q. M. of volunteers and was mustered out, April 
28, 1866. His first commission in the U. 8. Army was 
as Captain in the 14th Infantry Jan. 22, 1867. He 
served as lieutenant-colonel and A. D. C. to Lieutenant- 
General Sheridan in 1885, was promoted major, 11th 
Infantry in August, 1894, transferred to the 9th Infantry 
in May, 1897, promoted lieutenant-colonel 14th Infantry, 
in April, 1898, and colonel of the 23d Infantry in Oct- 
ober, 1899. He was appointed brigadier-general of 
volunteers, May 4, 1898. : 

Brigadier General ‘theodore Schwan was born in 
Germany and joined the Army as a private in Co. K, 
10th Infantry, June 12, 1857. He served in successive 
grades and his first commission was as a second lieu- 
tenant of the 10th Infantry, October 31, 1863. He re- 
ceived the brevet of Captain October 1, 1864, for gallant 
service in the battle of Chappel House, Va., and brevet 
major for gallant and meritorious service during the 
war, March 2, 1667. He was awarded a medal of honor 
for most distinguished gallantry in action at Peebles 
Farm., October 1, 1864. He was appointed major and 
A. A. G., July 6, 1886; lieutenant-colonel and A. A. G. 
February 19, 1895; colonel and A. A. G., May 18, 
1898; and brigadier-general of volunteers May 4, 1898. 

Brigadier-General Samuel S. Sumner was born in 
Pennsylvania and entered the service as a second lieu- 
tenant of the 2d Cavalry, June 11, 1861. He served 
with distinction throughout the war and June 1, 1862, 
received the brevet of first lieutenant, captain and 
major for gallant and meritorious service at Fair Oaks, 
Va., and Vicksburg, Miss., and brevet lieutenant-colonel 
February 27, 1890, for gallant services in action against 
Indians, at Summit Springs, Colo., July 11, 1869. He 
was a Captain in the 5th Cavalry in March, 1864, was 
promoted major of the 8th Cavalry, April 2, 1879; 
lieutenant-colonel, 6th Cavalry, February 18, 1891, and 
colonel May 23, 1896. He was appointed brigadier- 
general of volunteers May 4, 1898, and a major-general 
of volunteers September 7, of the same year. 

Brig.-Gen. Leonard Wood was born in New Hampshire 
and was appointed an assistant surgeon in the Army 
Jan. 5, 1866, and in 1891 was promoted to the rank of 
captain. In May, 1898, he became colonel of the 
“Rough Riders,” offically known as the ist U. S. 
Volunteer Cavalry, and in two months was promoted to 
be a brigadier-general of volunteers. He became a 
major-general of volunteers Dec. 7, 1898. He was 
honorably discharged from the Volunteer service at 
the end of the war, was immediately reappointed as a 
brigadier-general of volunteers and in December, 1899, 
assigned to duty as Governor-General of Cuba, where 
he is now serving. 

Brig. Gen. Robert H. Hall was born in Michigan and 
appointed a cadet at the Military Academy in July 1, 
1855; was brevet 2d lieutenant 5th Infantry July 1, 
1860; second lieutenant 10th Infantry Jan. 23, 1861. 
He subsequently served as 1st lieutenant and captain, 
and was promoted major of the 22d Infantry in May, 
1883; lieutenant colonel 5th Infantry in August, 1888, 
and colonel of the 4th Infantry in May, 1893. He 
served as brigadier general of Volunteers from May, 
1898, to April, 1899, when he was honorably discharged 
and reappointed the same day. He is now serving in 
the Philippines in command of the 2d District of the 
Department of Southern Luzon. 

Brig. Gen. Robert P. Hughes was born in Pennsyi- 
vania and enlisted as a private in Co. E, 12th Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers, April 25, 1861, and served 
throughout the war. He held commissions as Ist lieu- 
tenant and captain of the 85th Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers, and was mustered out in June, 1865, as lieutenant 
colonel of the 199th Pennsylvania Volunteers. He re- 
ceived the brevet rank of colonel of Volunteers April 
2, 1865, for gallant and meritorious service at Fort 
Gregg, Va., and brevet major March 2, 1867, for gal- 
lantry in the assault on Fort Gregg. His first commis- 
sion in the U. S. Army was as captain of the 18th 
Infantry July 28, 1866. He was appointed major and 
inspector general Feb. 19, 1885; lieutenant colonel and 
inspector general March 11, 1885, and colonel and 
inspector general Aug. 31, 1888. He was appointed 
brigadier general of Volunteers June 3, 1898, and re- 
appointed with same rank April 16, 1899. He is at 
present serving in the Philippines, in command of the 
Department of the Visayas. 

Brig. Gen. George M. Randall, born in Ohio, entered 
the Service as a private in the 4th Pennsylvania Voi- 
unteers April 20, 1861, and 2d lieutenant in the 4th U. 
S. Infantry Oct. 24, 1861. He served with distinction 
throughout the Civil War, receiving the brevets of 
captain, major, lieutenant colonel and colonel of Vol- 
unteers for gallant and meritorious service in the battle 
of Antietam, Md.; brevet lieutenant colonel Feb. 27, 
1890, for gallant services in action against Indians at 
Turret Mountain, Ariz., March 27, 1873, and at Dia- 
mond Butte, Ariz., April 22, 1873; brevet colonel Feb. 
27, 1890, for gallant services against Indians near Pinal, 
Ariz., March 8, 1874, and distinguished services during 
the campaigns against Indians the same year. He was 
appointed brigadier general of Volunteers May 4, 1898, 
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and reappointed Jan. 20, 1900, and is at present in 
command of the Department of Alaska. 

Brig. Gen, William A. Kobbe was born in New York, 
and entered the military Service’ as a private in Co. K, 
7th Regiment, N. Y. State Militia, June 5, 1862. He 
joined the 178th N. Y. Volunteers as a private in May, 
1863,; was made a first lieutenant in October, 1863, anJj 
was mustered out as captain in March, 1866. He was 
commissioned 2d lieutenant 19th Infantry March, 186¢, 
reached his majorship March 8, 1899, and was appointei 
colonel of the 35th U. S. Volunteers July 5, 1899, and 
brigadier general, U. S. Volunteers, Dec. 5, 1899. He 
was made a brevet major and brevet lieutenant colone| 
of Volunteers, brevet captain and major, U. 8S. A., for 
distinguished and faithful service throughout the Civil 
War, and for gallant and meritorious service at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and Fort Blakely, Ala.. He is at present 
serving in the Philippines in command of the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao and Jolo. 

Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy as a 2d lieutenant in the 
4th Cavalry June 12, 1871. Was appointed lieutenant 
colonel and A. D. C. to the lieutenant general March 
17, 1873, and was promoted Ist lieutenant of thé 4th 
Cavalry June 28, 1876. He resigned Oct. 1, 1881. At 
the outbreak of the Spanish War he was commissione# 
colonel of the 14th New York Volunteers and in tne 
same year was appointed brigadier general of Volunteers 
and ordered to the Philippines, where he is now serving 
in command of the 5th District, Department of Northern 
Luzon. 

Brig. Gen. James Franklin Bell is a native of Ken- 
tucky and a graduate of the U. S. Military Academy 
He was appointed an additional 2d lieutenant of 
the 9th Cavalry June 14, 1878. He was promoted ist 
lieutenant Dec. 29, 1890, and captain, 7th Cavalry, 
March 2, 1899. In May, 1898,.he became a major and 
engineer officer of Volunteers, and after declining a 
commission as lieutenant colonel of the 32d Infantry 
accepted the coloneley of the 36th Infantry. In Decem- 
ber, 1899, he became a brigadier general of Volunteers 
and is at present in command of the Provost Guard, 
City of Manila.

It is only natural that a certain amount of resentment 
against radical changes in th canteen should be mani- 
fested as well in the Army as out of it, and unless the 
canteen is to be allowed to suffer from the apathy likely 
to follow this feeling prompt steps must be taken to 
bring out all the good that it is capable of, and nothing 
will more conduce to this result than a rancorless dis- 
cussion of it in our columns.

The increase of the artillery arm brings to mind with 
force the remarks of that able artilleryman, Major J. P. 
Story, in his annual report last year as artillery inspector, 
Department of the East. He gave ft as his judgment 
if there is to be a gradual increase of artillery extending 
during a term of years, that the artillery will ba 
more efficient if the appointments to that branch are 
limited to the annual graduates of the Military Acad- 
emy, and quoted from a foreign seryice journal the state- 
ment that “what is wanted is that the officer should 
from the beginning of his career be imbued with the 
idea that he is entering a coast defense service, and that 
the study and practice of coast defense is to be his pro- 
fession. Nothing is more disheartening to officers who 
know their work than to have a man put over them 
who has perhaps served all his time in other branches 
and knows nothing, nor ever can thoroughly know any- 
thing, of the interior working of our most intricate sys- 
tem of defense.”

The War Department has received the report of the 
board of officers appointed to test certain emergency 
rations submitted for the use of our Army. It will be 
remembered that this board has recently made certain 
tests in the field of various rations, one of which was 
devised by the board itself. The standard emergency 
ration, now in use by our Army in tne Philippines and 
in China, was also tested, and was found to be excel- 
lent in every respect. Although the board reported that 
the ration devised by itself stood the tests better than 
any of the others, it is understood that the Secretary of 
War and many officers of the Army are strongly in 
favor of officially adopting the standard emergency 
ration now so extensively used in our Army. Only re- 
cently another order for 500,000 of these rations has been 
sent to the Philippines, where, according to official re- 
ports, they have proven satisfactory in every respect. 


As yet the Secretary of War has not acted upon the

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THE ARMY BILL. 


[PUBLIC—NO. 30.) AN ACT TO INCREASE THE 
EFFICIENCY OF THE. PERMANENT MILITARY Es- 
TABLISHMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the approval 
of this act the Army of the United States, including the 
existing organizations, shall consist of 15 regiments of 
cavalry, a corps of artillery, 30 regiments of infantry, 
1 lieutenant general, 6 major generals, 15 brigadier 
generals, an Adjutant General's Department, an Inspector 
General’s Department, a Judge «Advocate General's 
Department, a Quartermaster’s Department, a Subsis- 
tence Department, a Medical Department, a Pay De- 
partment, a Corps of Engineers, an Ordnance Depart- 
ment, a Signal Corps, the officers of the Record and Pen- 
sion Office, the Chaplains, the officers and enlisted men 
of the Army. on the retired list, the professors, corps 
of cadets, the Army detachments and band at the 
United States Military Academy, Indian scouts, as now 
authorized by law, and such other officers and enlisted 
men as may hereinafter be provided for: Provided, That 
when a vacancy shall occur through death, retirement, 
or other separation from active service in the office of 
storekeeper, now provided for by law in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department and Ordnance Department, respectively, 
said office shall cease to exist. 

Sec. 2. That each regiment of cavalry shall consist of 1 
coionel, 1 iieutenant coionel, 3 majors, 15 captains, 16 
first lieutenants, and 15 second lieutenants, 2 veterina- 
rians, 1 sergeant major, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 com- 
misgary sergeant, 3 squadron sergeants major, 2 coor 
sergeants with rank, pay and allowances of squadron 
sergeants major, 1 band and 12 troops organised into 3 
squadrons ot 4 troops each. Of the officers herein pro- 
vided, the captains and ueutenants not required for duty 
with the troops shali be avaiiable tor detail as regi- 
mental and squadron staif officers and such other detaiis 
as may be authorized by law or reguiations. Squadron ad- 
jutants shail receive $1,800 per annum and the allowances 
of first lieutenants; squadron quartermasters and com- 
missaries shail receive $1,0v0 per annum and the aliow- 
ances of second lieutenants. Mach cavairy band shall be 
organized as now provided by law. Each troop of cav- 
airy shall consist of 1 captain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 second 
lieutenant, 1 first sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 6 
sergeants, 6 corporais, 2 cooks, 2 tarriers and biack- 
smiths, 1 saddier, 1 waggoner, 2 trumpeters, and 43 pri- 
vates; the commissioned officers to be assigned from 
among those hereinbeiore authorized; Provided, That the 
President, in his discretion, may increase the number of 
sorporais in any troop of cavairy to 8, and the number 
ot privates to 76, but the total number of enlisted men 
authorized for the whoie Army shai not at any time be 
exceeded.

Sec. 4. That the Artillery Corps shall comprise two 
rranches—the coast artiliery and the field artiliery. The 
coast artilery is defined as that portion charged with the 
are and use of the fixed and movabie eiements of land 
ind coast fortifications, innedns the submarine mine 
ind torpedo defenses; and the fieid artillery as that por- 
(ion accompanying an army in the field, and including 
field and light artillery proper,, horse artillery, siege 
irtillery, mountain artillery, and aiso machine-gun bat- 
terier: Provided, That this shall not be construed to 
imit the authority of the Secretary of War to order 
coast artillery to any duty which the public service de- 
mands or to prevent the use of machine or other field 
suns by any other arm of the Service under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War. 


Sec. 5. That all officers of artillery shall be placed on 
one list, in sages to promotion, according to seniority 
in their several grades, and shall assign to coast 
or to field artillery according to their special aptitude 
for the respective services. 

Sec. 6. That the Artillery Corps shall consist of a chief 
f artillery, who shall be selected and detailed by the 
President trom the colonels of artillery, to serve ou the 
staff of the general officer commandi the Army, and 
whose duties shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War; 
fourteen colonels, one of whom shall be the chief of the 
irtHlery; thirteen lieutenant colonels, thirty-nine ma- 
jors, one hundred and ninety-five captains, one hundred 
ind ninety-five first lieutenants, one hundred and 
ninety-five second lieutenants, and the captains and 
lieutenants provided for in this section not required for 
duty with batteries or companies shall be available for 
duty as staff officers of the various tone A garrisons 
and such other details as may be authorized by law and 
regulations; twenty-one sergeants major, with the rank, 
pay, and allowances of regimental sergeant majors of 
infantry; twenty-seven sergeants major with the rank 
pay, and allowances of battalion sergeants major of 
infantry; one electrician sergeant to each coast artillery 
post having electrical appliances; thirty batteries of field 
artillery, one hundred and twenty-six batteries of coast 
artillery, and ten bands organined as now authorized by 
law for artillery regiments: Provided, That the aggre- 
gate number of enlisted men for the artillery, as pro- 
vided under this Act, shall not exceed eighteen thousand 
nine hundred and twenty, exclusive of electrician ser- 
reants. 

Sec. 7. That each company of coast artille shall be 
organized as is now prescribed by law for a ttery of 





artillery: Provided, That the enlisted strength of any 
company may be fixed. under the direction of th. Sec- 
retary of ar, according to the requirements of the 


Service to which it may be assigned: And provided, 
That. first-class gunners shall receive two dollars a 
month, and second-class gunners one dollar per month 
in addition to their pay. 

Sec. 8 That each battery of field artille shail be 
organized as is now prescribed by law, and the enlisted 
strength thereof shall be fixed under the direction of the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 9. That the increase herein provided for the 

rtillery shall be made as follows: Not less than 
twenty per centum before July 1, 1901, and not less than 
twenty = centum each succeeding twelve months until 
the total number provided for shall have been attained.

Sec. 41. That the distinctive badges adopted by mili- 
tary societies of men ‘who served in the Armies and 
Navies of the United States during the Spanish-American 
war and the incident insurrection in the Philippines’’ may 
be worn upon all occasions of ceremony by officers and 
men of the Army and Navy of the United States who 
are members of said organizations in their own right. 

Sec. 42. That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are 
hereby, repealed.

THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL’S POLICY. 


Character is as distinct a quality in a newspaper as in 
an individual, and a paper succeeds through a certain 
individuality which secures for it the confidence and re- 
spect of its constituency, however they may find occasion 
to criticise particular utterances.

It has been the fate of the ARMY AND NAVY

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OUR TROOPS IN CHINA. ie 


Capt. William Crozier, U. 8. A., chief ordnance 
officer on the staff of General Chaffee in China, fur- 
nishes the “North American Review” for February with 
“Some Observations on the Pekin Expedition,” which are 
in a line with the statements we have published as to 
the relative excellence of the American and the foreign 
troops in China. Captain Crozier’s general conclusion 
is that in the character of their material, animate and 
inanimate, the troops of the United States excelled; in 
all the results of liberal organization, training and stimu- 
lus, the product of national interest in and fostering 
encouragement of the military arm, they were outclassed 
by the forces of the other nations. 

The Japanese being the most numerous, the best or- 
ganized and equipped, and lacking nothing necessary 
for independent action, naturally took the initiative, 
assuming a leading part in arranging the order of march 
and of battle. The first engagement was fought, prac- 
tically, by the Japanese; but the nerve of the Chinamen 
was not sufficient to provide fighting enough to 
around, and the Japanese, being in advance, got it all. 
On the following day the supply of fighting was again 
short, and the Americans and British, having the ad- 
vance, got practically all there was. 

As to the criticisms of the staff Captain Crozier tells 
us that at Tien-T’'sin the food of our soldiers exceeded 
in quantity, quality and variety that of any of the allied 
forces, as was the comment of all foreign officers under 
whose notice it fell. When the march to Pekin was 
taken up, however, the fare was less generous, as trans- 
portation was very short, sufticient only for three days’ 
rations and one hundred rounds of reserve ammunition 
per man; a reserve supply was carried up the Peiho in 
junks. Such luxuries as tents were, however, out of the 
question, officers and men sleeping in the open air and 
taking the rain as it came. LKven the reduced ration 
carried on the march was better than that of any other 
nation. Our men had no water on the march other than 
that in the canteen which each man carried. The Brit- 
ish Indians carried water in skins on pack mules, and 
some had barrels upon carts. Wells along the line of 
march, not more than a mile and a half apart, gave an 
abundant supply of water always cool and if seldom per- 
fectly clear never revoltingly turgid, as was that of the 
rivers and canals. The orders to boil the water were 
strict, but thirsty soldiers will not wait when they arrive 
in camp for water to boil and cool. Portable filters were 
provided. The characteristic ailment of North China 
does not spare even those who drink imported waters, 
and there was no medical man who could assign a sat- 
isfactory reason other than that it was in the air. 

In transportation, the Americans had thirteen four- 
mule Army wagons and one pack-train of forty freight 
mules, besides two or three ambulances and a Dougherty 
wagon. A four-mule wagon carried 2,580 pounds, which 
would have loaded 5.75 carts, the latter costing more and 
occupying twice the space on the road. 

A large proportion of the Japanese transportation con- 
sisted of pack animals; the British Indians had e~-4 
else; the inferiority in economy, when contrasted wit 
the American system, is striking when it is noted that 
it requires the same number of mules to carry 1,000 
pounds on packs as wil! haul 3,000 pounds in our Army 
wagon. The American pack train carried ammunition 
only. The pack saddles of the different nationalities 
were, in their effect on the animals, of about equal 
merit. Occasional sore backs were noticed in all the 
trains; but the American required the most skillful 
packer. 

The lack of transportation is dué to the fact that we 
have no depot of supplies at Manila for fitting out ex- 
peditions. The 9th Infantry, the first troops sent over, 
had enough, but it had to do for all. Our shortness of 
transportation at no time caused delay, as it did in the 
case of the Russians. The refugees, —— y the ladies, 
owed the comfort of their journey to Tung Chow to the 
Aseeen vehicles, which were the only ones fit to 
ride in. 

The Japanese and British had auxiliary troops or 
coolies to do the hard work in the proportion of fifty per 
cent. of the fighting force. It was believeu by the officers 
that these exercised a demoralizing influence upon the 
men, who were apt to develop an inability to carry a 
bucket of water or to clean a gun. 

“If a sufficient number of four-mule wagons, the most 
rapid and economical transportation yet devised for 
countries in which they can go at all—and with a little 
help they can do marvels in the way of trail covering— 
be supplied to carry all the men’s baggage except their 
arms and canteens, and in addition a sufficient number 
of armed men to act as train guards, riding either on the 
seats with the drivers or on others provided, these men 
would be sufficiently fresh to do the loading and other 
extra work, and the whole organization would be much 
more economical and serviceable than one provided with 
a coolie corps. 

SUPPLIES AND ACCOUTREMENTS. 

“From a competitive criticism of arms and personal 
and horse equipments, the American force comes out 
well; the infantry rifle, with some instances of remark- 
able endurance, sustained the reputation which it had ac- 
quired in Cuba and the Philippines. At Tien-Tsin, 
when the troops crawled through the mud and lay in it 
for hours, the rifles became completely clogged; but. by 
taking them by the muzzle and swishing them throug 
the water for a few seconds, they were restored to per- 
fect action. The thimble belt, used only by the Ameri- 
cans, is still preferred to the cartridge pouches of the 
others. Our field artillery was as good as any there, 
although there was none of the most modern design, 
with its special effort to increase rapidity of fire by_re- 
ducing the recoil of the carriage to a minimum. The 
McClellan saddle would fit anything from the largest 
sized American horse in good condition to a Chinese 
donkey, three feet high, in the last stages of emaciaticn, 
and allow either to be ridden without producing a sore 
back. No other hospital corps was provided with such 
means for fransporting sick and wounded as our am- 
bulances; the British coolies, or heavy, curtained litters 
carried by four men, were a poor substitute, and, con- 
sidered as litters, were only half as economical of men 
as ours, which required only two. 

“In United States base and temporary hospitals, the 
patients were on cots; in the Japanese, they were on the 
floor, an illustration of the greater requirements—and 
their supply—of the American soldier. No other hos- 
pitals, either, had women nurses. 

“The shoes, hats and uniforms of the American troops 
were not such as any would wish to exchange for those 
of the patterns used in other services, and no failure in 
their serviceable qualities was developed. The horses 
were coarse brutes compared with the high-class animals 
ridden by the English officers and the Bengal Lancers.” 

Our chief lack was in military organization, as the 
American troops went as independent units and in- 
sufficiently supplied with staff officers.

“The American soldiers were the slouchiest of all, ex- 
cept the French. At Nagasaki, in addition to disregard 
of the arra nt of such portion of the uniform as 
they might ave on, many were to be seen wearing 
travelers’ caps of various shapes and styles. Their care- 
lessness as to saluting officers must have caused some 
wonder among the people of the military nation con- 
sidered to have recently emerged from barbarism, and 
among the Indian soldiers of lower civilization. The 
horse equipments of the British officers and of the 
Bengal neers were always cared for and neat, the 
leather having good surface and the metal shining. Let 
an American officer try to imagine one of our soldiers 
polishing a steel bit on a campaign! The belts and 
shoulder-pieces of the British officers were of uniform 
attern, made to carry certain articles which they all 
ad. American officers carried what they liked—usual) 
a field glass and a pistol, the latter on such belt as sui 
their fancy.” 

The American soldiers were entirely amenable, how- 
ever, to such discipline as has been exacted, they were 
the most intelligent of all, and the fault was with their 
officers, whose men were what they made them. Cap- 
tain Crozier thinks that the ditficulty lies in the lack of 
stimulus for our officers. We have no system of re- 
warding for meritorious service, and promotion, being by 
seniority, the inefficient and the e cient, the careless 
= the attentive, the sober and the intemperate fare 
alike. 

“There is no effective process of elimination of the 
inefficient; officers are examined for promotion, and if 
they cannot pass are supposed to go out of the service; 
but in the ten years of the operation of the law upon 
the subject, there is no single instance of an officer 
having n deprived of his commission by its applica- 
tion, except for physical incapacity. Not only has merit 
its influence in the advancement of officers, but in normal 
times the natural rate of promotion is so slow that all 
officers become too old for their grades, and are apt to 
lose interest in the duties, This results from the small 
proportion of high to low officers in a military organiza- 
tion, and can be corrected only by artificial elimination, 
i. e., the application of a method by which a sufficient 
number of officers, preferably the least éfficient, shall 
retire from active service—such a rule as exists in every 
military and naval service of the world, with the sole 
exception of the Army of the United States.” _ 

“I believe,” says Captain Crozier, “the material of 
our a both officers and men, to be the. best in the 
world. Yo other nation has company officers of the 
average ability and education of our own; but the su- 
periority shades away as their service progresses, and 
they get farther away from the rigorous system of stim- 
ulus and selection. which spurred and winnowed them at 
the Military Academy, and which in other services is 
continued through all grades.” 

As to the treatment of the Chinese we are told that 
native labor was paid for by the Americans from the 
beginning and other nations finally followed our example. 
The personal hostility provoked by the Boxer outrages 
led to many brutal reprisals, in which the Americans 
had little part. One American soldier was sentenced 
to twenty years imprisonment, and there were reports 
of punishment in other commands. As to the wounded 
on the field of battle, there was general expectation of 
no quarter on either side. 

There was. much looting, but the Americans had 
little hand in-it. “The British looted openly and syste- 
matically, the plunder being turned in to a common 
store from which auction sales were held each after- 
noon at the British legation, under the direction of an 
officer: the proceeds to be used for the benefit of the 
soldiers. Other nationalities were believed to have im- 
posed little check. 

“On the whole, the campaign cannot be said to have 
marked for the foreign powers an advance in the diminu- 
tion of the horrors of war, but must be recognized as 
rather a step backward; notwithstanding which, its con- 
duct was so far better than Chinese standards that the 
tendency of its teaching must be for them in the right 
direction.” 

The harshest critics have been those who by their 
disapproval and discouragement of the whole military 
institution have done what they could to reduce it to an 
unsatisfactory condition. 
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NAVAL PROMOTIONS FOR SANTIAGO. 


The so-called Sampson-Schley controversy has once 
again been revived in the Senate, and although there 
has been much talk on the floor, from the present indi- 
cations there is as little prospect of either of the two 
officers in question being promoted as there was during 
the Fifty-fifth Congress, when, it will be remembered, 
this whole matter was gone over in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. The Army and Navy Journal 
has on several occasions pointed out the evident in- 
justice being done to the officers and men of the San- 
tiago fleet, and has stated that it was the wish of the 
Navy Department to have Congress take favorable 
action looking to the reward of those officers and men 
who served during the naval campaign with so much 
credit. The following letter written by Secretary Long 
to Senator Morgan was the cause of the revival of the 
Sampson-Schley talk, and, indeed, has been the cause of 
considerable gossip among officers of the Navy: 


Navy Department, Washington, Jan. 3), 190). 


Dear Senator: I have your letter with regard to Lieu- 
tenant Hobson, Captain Clark and others, and to the 
failure of the Government to recognize their services. 
I need not say to you that no one feels this more keenly 
than myself, or has done more to endeavor secure 
justice for the men who conducted and consummated 
the Santiago naval cam . Will you let me say that 
the “delay” is not with the executive branch of the 
Government so much as with Congress. I do not say 
this to in any way shift the responsibility, but in the 
hope that the co-operation of Con may yet be se- 
cured in this respect. With the interest whic ou and 
other members of the legislative branch feel in the case, 
I 46 not’ despair. 

It is more than two years now since the President sent 
in nominations for promotion, and these nominations have 
never been acted upon by the Senate. At each session 
of Congress I have prepared and submitted bills asking 
for rewards for these officers; no action has been taken 
upon them.

Secretary Long’s letter seems to have created quite 
a commotion in the Senate, certain Senators regarding 
the making public of the letter as a discourtesy and 
reflection on Senatorial action. In the Senate on Feb. 
4 Mr. Chandler offered a resolution directing the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to send to the Senate the names of all 
officers of Admiral Sampson's fleet in Cuban waters who 
were nominated by the President for advancement and 
promotion by numbers in the Fifty-fifth Congress. He 
said that Congress had expired without action on these 


nominations, and that they were never renewed by the 
President, although the Secretary of the Navy, in com- 
munication to Senator Morgan, seemed to cast the re- 
a eg A of non-action on the Senate. 

r. Hale, chairman of the Nava! Committee, stated 
facts to show that neither that committee nor 
Senate nor Congress was respousible for not recogniz- 
ing the men who were engaged in the “pictu ue 
exploits of the short Spanish War,” and added that 
action toward them by the Senate and Congressional 
action generally, has n liberal. The jomt resolu- 
tion authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to ca 
bronze medals to be struck and distributed to certain 
omecers and men who participated in the war with 
Spain was reported by the Committee on Naval Affairs 
to the Senate, and passed by the Senate eight months or 
more ago. 

Mr. Chandler said: “Let it be distinctly understood 
that in what is known as the Sampson-Schiey coutro- 
versy the question as to these other ofticers is not 
necessarily involved at all. If the advancements and 
promotions had been renewed at this Congress, they 
would have been acted upon long ago. The Secretary 
specially names Lieutenant Hobson and Captain Clark, 
and he says the President ‘can not separate Hobson’s 
case from the rest, nor can 1 advise him'to do so” The 
record put in by the Senator from Maine shows that 
Hobson's case has been separated from the rest and has 
been acted upon, and he has had high honor, whereas by 
the letter of the Secretary of the Navy it would appea: 
that nothing had been done in recognition of Hovson. 
Now, I repeat that by the nomination of Captain Clark 
and other captains to the Senate there can be recognition 
of those gallant officers without any discussion whatever 
of the so-called Sampson-Schley controversy.” 

Mr. Morgan said that feeling a great interest in 
Lieutenant Hobson and in Captain Clark, the latter 
his personal friend, he wrote to the Secretary of the 
Navy and asked him why those nominations had not 
been sent in, and urged him to sge the President and 
bring the subject to his attention. “The Secretary of the 
Navy,” Mr. Morgan continued, “thereupon wrote me this 
letter, a copy of which appeared in the morning papers 
in ashington this morning. I have not given out 
that letter to anybody. Now, whether that letter h 
been surreptitiously obtained from an unlocked deak 
in the Senate and printed, | do not know. Neither do 
I know whether it has come from the Secretary of the 
Navy or from some person in his employment. rather 
believe that Mr. Secretary Long did not expect the 
letter to be printed, and I treated it so much as a 
matter of confidence as that I did not even speak about 
it to my colleague or to my colleagues in the House. 
At the same time there is nothing in the letter that 
in the slightest degree is improper, so far as I can see,’ 
He added that he believed the letter came from the Navy 
Department.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The latest torpedo-boat accident serves to illustrate 
the extreme care necessary in the management of these 
“kittle cattle,” and the delicacy of the crafts in the 
ordinary vicissitudes of wind and weather. The Bailey, 
iow under construction by the Gas Engine and Power

The 
three sheathed battleships will be built. by the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company, the Bath Iron Works and 
the Moran Company, of attle, Wash. There is no 
doubt that it will be utterly impossible to construct the 
three protected cruisers bid for last week under the 
amount appropriated by the act which authorizes their 
construction efore the contracts can be amet or the 
awards made it will be necessary that the partment 
make certain concessions, as in the case of the battle- 
ships. It is believed, however, that there will soon be a 
satisfactory settlement. 

A despatch fram Minister Loomis, at Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, to the State Department on Feb. 7 reports trouble 
between sailors of the U. 8. S. Lancaster and the people 
of La Guayra. The sailors appear to have been too 
hilarious for the sober natives, Who, in a general melee, 
worsted the tars, some of the latter being badiy handled. 
The asphalt controversy has caused considerable bitter- 
ness toward Americans, and this feeling, more than 
anything really objectionable in the sailors’ behavior, 
probably brought about the conflict. 


Our suggestion that a vessel should be sent along our 
inland waters to obtain recruits for the Navy seems to 
meet with the approval of many officers of the Navy in 
Washineton. It is proposed to fit up the craft similar 
to a warship, with modern batterics of rapid-fire uns 
and all the outward appearance of a man-of-war, and 
send her up the rivers of the West. The steamer is ex- 
pected not to exceed seven feet in draft, and will be 
large enough to accommodate about 300 recruits and a 
complement of 100. This plan will be adopted if the 
necessary funds can be made.

Under the pressure of the events of the immediate 
future, it is understood that the Navy Department in- 
tends to gradually make additions to our fleet in Central 
American waters unt’: a sufficient force has been gath- 
ered in tne ports of that distracted part of the globe to 
conserve American interests under all contingencies. 
The vessels which will undertake this duty have aot 
yet been designated, but it is generally known that 
by the first of April the force prepared to care for 
our citizens throughout the Central American states 
will be amply sufficient for every contingency. Of 
course if in the meantime the political situation clears 
itself and the need for warships becomes less urgent, 
the program can and probably will be modified in ac- 
cordance with the changed circumstances. 


The spuadron under command of Rear Admiral N. H. 
Farquhar, U. 8. N., will complete its winter manoeuvres 
in the Gulf of Florida and be ready to return to an 
Atlantic port early in May.

The proposition recently advanced in Norfolk for the 
connection of Portsmouth with Norfolk by a tunnel 
under the bed of the Elizabeth River, separating the two 
cities, meets with much favor from naval officers and the 
Navy Department. The difficulties and delays in the 
means of transportation of men and material between 
Norfolk and the Navy Yard have been a continual 
source of vexation, ana it is hoped the plan will be 
carried into execution in the near future. 

The assignees of the Columbian Iron Works, of Balti- 
more, Md., have expressed a wish to close up their 
contract with the Navy Department and turn over the 
incomplete torpedo boat Tingey to be finished by some 
other concern, but as yet have not made a definite 
proposition to that end, and is finding difficulty in getting 
any one to assume.the contract. It is underst that 
the Navy Department will not object, its desire being 
to have the vessel completed at an early date. 

It is understood that the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy has in preparation a system of study designed 
for the especial instruction of certain members of the 
first class in the operation of the submarine torpedo boat 
Holland. The olland has recently returned from 
Norfolk, whither she was sent for certain minor repairs 
and adjustments, and it is the desire of the Department 
that several of the graduating class at Annapolis shall 
have an opportunity of understanding and studying the 
details of this type of vessel. There is not likely to be 
any lack of applicants for instruction in this new- 
fangled fighting craft, the only. trouble being to wisely 
select from those desirous of the honor of practicing the 
operation of the Holland. 

A proposition is on foot at the Navy Department to 
send a garrison of marines immediately to the Dry 
Tortugas, Fla., which, it will be remembered, has been 
turned over to the Navy and is now without any troops 
Reports have recently been received stating that the 
amount of illicit traffic being carried on in that vicinity 
is increasing and should be stopped. ‘The first detach- 
ment of marines will consist of about sixty men and 
the necessary officers. Definite arrangements have not 
yet been made to garrison the men at Tortugas, but it 
is not believed there will be great difficulty in that 
respect. 

There has been considerable comment at the Navy 
Department this week over the failure of Rear Admiral 
Philip Hichborn, Chief Naval Constructor, to attend 
the regular meetings of the Naval Board on Construc- 
tion. In replying to these criticisms Admiral Hichborn 
has stated that the reason for his absence was due to 
the fact of his approaching retirement on the 4th of 
March, and that he did not think it courteous, or wise, 
to attend the meetings of the board and press his policy 
for ship construction, which is not favored by the other 
members of the board, and which his successor, Mr. 
Bowles, might possibly not be to carry out. 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has finished 
consideration of the Naval Appropriation bill. The Com- 
mittee amends the bill so as to provide for the purcnase 
of three Holland boats, and instead of authorizing the 
Secretary of the Navy to contract for four new vessels, 
as provided in the bill as. it passed the House, he is 
required to furnish plans for four vessels, the plans to 
be completed by the beginning of the first session of the 
next Congress. With reference to the last amendment 
the Committee was influenced by the fact that there are’ 
already several vessels building, and by the desire to 
secure the most complete designs possible before be- 
ginning construction. The Committee declined to re- 
consider its former decision to remove the Port Royal 
Naval Station to Charleston, 8. C. 

The bill as reported by the Senate Committee gives 
warrant officers the same commutation for quarters 
as second lieutenants in the Marine Corps, and officers 
of the Navy and officers and enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps detailed for shore duty in China or on the island 
of Guam the pay for shore service in Hawaii or other 
island possessions of the United States. Service nd 
the continental limits of the United States shall b2 
considered “shore duty beyond the seas.” First and 
second clerks of commandants of Navy Yards and naval 
stations, except Maye Island, are to have $1,600 and 
$1,,v0 r annum, : 

The retary is given discretion to give actual and 
necessary expenses only to officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps who travel between two or more places. 
Of the emergency fund $50,000 is made inmpeniatety 
available. A civilian employee receiving the pay of a 
lieutenant commander is to be attached to the office of 
the Secretary of the Navy as an inspector of accounts 
A commissioned officer of the Navy is to be detailed 
to each of the bureaus as assistant chief. $1,000 is 
provided for a lecturer on international law at the War 
College, and $400 for civilian lecturers from universities 
and colleges. $1,000 is appropriated to obtain specifica- 
tions and proposals for the removal of Henderson’s 
Point in Portsmouth, N. H., harbor, and $100,000 to pur- 
chase land at Algiers, La., the Secretary being authoriz- 
ed to condemn land if necessary. . 

For a dry dock of concrete and stone at Charleston, 
S. C., $1,250,000 is appropriated, and authority is given 
to expend the appropriations for ~ublic works at Port 
Royal made prior to the act of June 7, 1900. Authority 
is given for a survey of the coasts and waters of Porte 
Rico, with the view to establishing a naval station 
there; $149,571.08 is appropriated for the purchase of 
land lying within the Naval Observatorv circle, and 
authority is given to sell the land without the circle. 
A board of six annual visitors to the Observatory is 
rons for, its members to be four astronomers of 

igh professional standing and two eminent citizens. 
They are to serve without compensation and hold office 
for three years, two retiring each year. The Superin- 
tendent of the Observatory is to be a naval cfficer not 
beiow the rank of captain. 

The President is authorized to gqontat as ensigns six 
boatswains or gunners not over 35 vears of age, with 
at least three years’ service as warraut officer, when 
there are vacancies after providing for the graduates 
of the Naval Aacdemy. e is also authorized ‘to ap- 
point to the Naval Academy three of the acting cadets 
during the Spanish War and five naval cadets, in addi- 
tion to the ten now allowed by law. 





PRAISE FOR THY NAVY DOCTORS. 


The New York “Medical News” is so taken with the 
annual report of Surgeon General Van Reypen of the 
Navy that it suggests that his reports be sent broadcast 
throughout the country, in order that physicians of influ- 
ence may become better acquainted with the actual medi- 
cal and surgical work done in the Navy. Eventually 
good will come of this by virtue of the Surgeon General 
of the Navy and his officers getting more of what their 
service requires. 

Some of the cases, the histories of which appear in 
the report, are extremely interesting, says the “News,” 
and will find a lasting place in medical literature. “And 
when we remember,” it goes on to say, “how these medi- 
cal men did their work, how they operated under such 
great disadvantages as they often , we marvel at the 
success they so frequently attained. It seems that 
day is not far distant when the location and care of the 
‘sick bay’ on most ships will receive more consideration 
at the hands of those who design and construct these 
ships than they do at the present time. Think of a man 
lying in bed with a fractured leg and having that leg 
refractured just as it has commenced to knit together, 
simply from the. concussion of the firing of a great gun 
within a few feet of that man’s bed! This is not even 
humane, and such crude facilities for caring for the sick 
should 89 abolished just as rapidly and as effectively as 
possible.” 

Speaking of Dr. Van Reypen’s statement that $100,000 
was appropriated by Congress for the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery for war ea and $37,000 of this 
has been returned to the Treasury,” it says: “Thnx 
of it! Marvelous, indeed, that a great bureau of the 
government should permit, nay, cause this amount to 
on back into the asury as an unexpended balance.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY.

Two members of the House Committee on Naval . 


Affairs, Messrs. Dayton and Vandiver, visited Annapvtis 
on Feb, 2 and conducted sn informal inquiry into the 
character and extent of hazing at the Naval Academy. 
It is understood that they ‘nclined to the belief that no 
condition exists which would warrant a formal investi- 
gation. The representatives questioned a number of 
members of the fourth class individually, among them 
Cadet Carpenter, of New Hampshire, who is one of 
the largest, men at the Academy and a member of the 
football squad. He described the details of a hazing 

ractice called ‘‘finning out,” where the lower classman 
is compelled to assume an exaggerated military position, 
somewhat similar to the bracing practised at West 
Point. He also spoke of standing on the head, and 
when the committee wished to understand it more fully, 
did this act for them himself. When asked if he had 
ever been made to stand on his head he replied that 
the committee was the only one that had made him 
stand on his head. Carpenter is a member of the 
football squad and these ure never hazed. The com- 
mittee expressed itself as satisfied that hazing did 
not exist in a severe form. 

P. A. Surgeon Michael R. Pigott, U. 8. N., was found 
dead Thursday morning between 10 and 1i o'clock in 
his quarters at the Naval Academy. Surgeon DuBose 
sent word to Commander Wainwright that Surgeon 
P.gott had not reported for duty nor had be been at 
any of his meals since noon Wednesday, and that his 
room was locked. Commander Wainwright appointed 
as a commission, Comdr. C. E. Colahan, Lieut. KE. W. 
Eberle and Assistant Surgeon Dennis to proceed to 
surgeon Pigott’s quarters and break open the door. The 
entrance was made by a messenger through the window, 
the door was unlocked and Dr. Pigott was found on a 
lounge in his parlor, dead. He was dressed in full 
uniform, had on eyeglasses, and his military cape was 
about him, as if he had just come in or was just about 
to go out. 

Surgeon Pigott entered the Naval Academy Sept. 20, 
1883, from Massachusetts and graduated in 1889, stand- 
ing number 30, when there were only 29 vacancies. 
He was, therefore, honorably discharged under Act of 
Congress. » He studied medicine at the University of 
Virginia and entered the medical corps of the Navy in 
1891. He was 35 years old. He had not been a well 
man for some months, and it is thought that his death 
was due to heart failure superinduced by worry over 
the Green case, in which he was a witness. He was one 
of the best known Naval ofhcers in Annapolis, having 
appeared often, with great cr. dit, in amateur theatricals. 
The board of inquest appointed by Commander Wain- 
wright reported that he died of heart failure. Funeral 
services were held Monday afternoon in the Naval 
Academy Chapel, and the body was escorted to the 
train with appropriate ceremonies, and thence carried 
to Boston, Mass., for interment. The funeral cort-ye 
was in charge of Lieut.-Comdr. Coffman. ‘The 
escort consisted of officers and professors attached to 
the Navy, the battallion of Cadets, a detachment of 
Marines and others, headed ry the Naval Academy band. 
The pall-bearers were: Lieut. E. H. Durrell, Lieut. A. 
H. Seales, Lieut. A. H. Robertson, Lieut. W. V. Prat-, 
P. A. Surg. L. Morris and Prof. F. Willing.

COMMISSIONS FROM THE RANKS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As the question is often asked as to the chances of 
an enlisted man securing a commission in the Regular 
Army, it may be interesting to state that the Army 
Register for 1901 shows that of the commissioned oftl- 
cers, 779 rose from the ranks. Of these, 382 from the 
ranks of Volunteers and 397 from the ranks of the 
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Regular Army. Of the 779 
list and 282 on the retired ranking as follows:

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BATTLESHIP BATTERY ARRANGEMENT. 


Majority and Minority reports have been presented to 
the Secretary of the Navy by the augmented Board on 
naval construction in the matter of batteries for the new 
battleships. The board was as follows: Rear Admirals 
O’Neil, Bradford, Melville, Barker; Captains Sigsbee, 
R. D. Evans, Asa Walker, Chadwick, Converse, C. 5. 
Clark and Taylor and Naval Constructor Woodward. 
The Secretary of the Navy has approved the recon. 
mendations made by the majority of the board. 

This question of battery arrangement is of prime im- 
portance and has aroused great interest among naval 
officers. The majority report, which is signed by all the 
members of the Board except Reur Admiral Barker and 
Naval Constuctor Woodward, representing Rear Admiral 
Hichborn, is as follows: 

“1. he Board on Construction has carefully consid- 
ered the matter presented to it by the Department's |ct- 
ter of Jan. ZY, 1yU1, No, 776-U1, namely, the question of 
the distribution of battery upon battieships Nos. 15 to 
17, contemplating the two. arrangements prescribed in 
the Department's circular of July ié, 1900, defining the 
chief characteristics of said vessels, and that described 
and discussed in the letter of the Bureau of Ordnaice 
of Jan, 24, 1901, No. 906, and has toe honor to report 
that. it concurs in the recommendation of the Chiet of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, that all five vessels should be 
similarly armed, and respectfully recommends that their 
main batteries be made to conform to the plans hereto- 
fore decided upon for battieships l’ennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Georgia, namely, four lz-inch guns in two 
turrets, four 8-inch guns in two turrets superposed on 
the 12-inch turrets, and fowr 8-inch guns in two waist 
turrets. 

“2. The Board also concurs in the recommendations 
contained in paragraphs 10 and 11 of said letter, with 
reference to inclined armor and training hoods.” 

It will be seen that the arrangement proposed by Rear 
Admiral U’Neil is not adopted in this Majority Keport, 
but that the superposed turret question Is settied by 
the adoption of that style of turret for all the ships, a 
decision which was incorrectly reported by the daily 
press. The letter from Kear Admiral O'Neil, as Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance, referred to in the above 
report, is dated Jan. 24, 19U1, and is as follows: 

“Keferring to the five battleships authorized by the 
Acts of March 3, 18¥¥, and June 7, 1900, the Bureau 
is of the opinion that all of them should carry similar 
batteries, similarly arranged, rather than that three 
should differ from the other two in this respect, as now 
contemplated. 

“2. Under the Department’s circular of July 17, 1900, 
defining the chief characteristics of the vessels referred 
to, the right is reserved to change the number and 
caliber of the guns, the arrangement of the battery and 
turrets, or the thickness and distribution of the armor, 
at any time within a period of six months after date of 
contract; and as no work has as yet been begun on any 
of the vessels referred to, no hardship will entailed 
upon the contractors, but rather the reverse should the 
changes proposed be authorized. 

“3. In view of the above, the Bureau has the honor 
to recommend that the battery plans of au five of the 
vessels herein referred to be made alike, and respectfully 
submits herewith a plan which is considered preferable 
to either of those now authorized. 

“4. The proposed plan provides tor a main battery of 
four 12-inch, four 8-inch, and sixteen 6-inch guns; the 
12-inch guns beg mounted in the usual manner in two 
turrets, and the 8-inch guns being mounted in two tur- 
rets superposed on the turrets of the 12-inch guns. 
Twelve of the 6-inch guns are mounted in broadside in 
a central armored casemate, the remaining four being 
mounted on the upper deck, in the superstructure, as 
shown on the plan herewith; the last-mentioned guns 
being protected by vertical armor of six inches thick- 





ness. 

“5. No change is proposed in the number or caliber of 
the guns of the secondary battery. 

“6. The above changes will resu:t in a reduction of the 
weights now authorized for armor and armament for the 
vessels in question. 

“7. The abolition of the waist turrets, as herein pro- 
posed, is regarded as an important feature in favor of the 
plan submitted, as the installation of such turrets is 
not only difficult of satisfactory accomplishment, but the 
stowage of, and supply of, ammunition for the guns in 
such turrets is still more difficult, the ready service mag- 
azines, therefore, being of necessity located abreast the 
boilers, which is regarded as inadvisable. ¥ 

“8. Moreover, the introduction of waist turrets, with 
their necessary supports on the decks below, results in a 
separation of some of the G-inch guns on the gun-deck 
to such an extent that the forward and after pairs are 
brought directly under the muzzles of the 12-inch guns 
at certain angles of train of the latter. This is regarded 
as inadvisable, as it is extremely doubtful if the crews 
of such 6-inch guns could safely remain at their stations 
were the 12-inch guns fired with their muzzles directly 
over the 6-inch gun-ports. 

“9. The abolition of the waist turrets will also render 
it — to reduce the length of the upper casemate. 
and in the arrangement of battery proposeu there is an 
absolute non-interference of all guns with each other. 

os It is also recommended that the inclined armor 
now proposed to be installed on the gun and berth decks, 
forward, be dispensed with, and the usual arrangement 
of vertical, transverse armor of six inches thickness be 
substituted therefor in the manner indicated on the plan 
herewith, and that the forward and after 12-inch bar- 
bette armor be made 10 inches in thickness, except where 
it is enclosed in the casemate, where it is to be reduced 
to 5 inches. ; 

“11. It is further recommended that the central train- 
ing hood for the turrets be fitted on the 12-inch and not 
on the 8-inch turrets, even should such a location neces- 
sitate a change from inclined to vertical port-plares in 
the upper or lower turret, or in both.” 

The minority report, signed by Rear Admiral Barker 
and Naval Constructor Woodward, is as follows: 

“1. In compliance with Escosrans 2, Article 1761, of 
the U. S. Naval Regulations for 1900, the undersigned 
have the honor to submit their reasons for disseu:ing 
from the report of the majority of the board ordered 
to reconsider the question of the distribution of battery 
upon battleships Nos. 13 to T7, contemplated by the two 
arrangements prescribed by the Department’s circular 
of July 17, 1900, defining the chief characteristics of said 
vessels, and that described in the letter of the Bureau 
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of Ordnance to the Department under date of the 24th 
timo. ; 
orn We are of the opinion that the mapeemanes turret 
type, having armor protection for the turret of 
practically same thickness as the armor on the sides 
of the casemate, viz., six and six apd one-half inches, 
introduces a decided element of weakness into the desi 
of the twelve-inch gun turret, since a shot which wo 
usable the upper turret might also injure the lower 
turret, and thus disable both. 

“3. We do not find that any of the facts laid before 
the present board justify a change from the conclusions 
reached by the special board which previously considered 
this matter, the reports from the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky, in so far as we are aware, simply showing that 
the superposed turrets installed on those v s are 
mechanically satisfactory, and we find that the argu- 
ments presented by the first and second minority reports 
pot said special board, under date of June 20, 190v, still 
stand. 

“4. Sinee, therefore, the matter of the value of the 
superposed turret des’ still appears to be chiefly found- 
ed on theoretical considerations, we believe that the adop- 
tion of a uniform design embodying the superposed tur- 
ret type for all five of these v 8s is undesirable, and 
we are of the opinion that it would be a much more 
conservative and safer course to at least limit the num- 
ber of vessels of this type that are to be built, to no 
| more than previously recommended by the special board 
appointed on June 14, 1900, to consider this matter; 
which board, after mature deliberation and in the in- 
terests of harmony, decided by a vote of twelve to one 
to recommend the construction of two battleships with 
a quadrilateral arrangement of 8-inch turrets, and three 
of the type now recommended by the majority of the 
present board to be adopted for all five ships, viz., the 
sup apes turret system with one 8-inch turret on each 
broadside, 

“5. In view of the extreme importance of this matter, 
involving as it does the military value of vessels at a 
total cost of approximately thirty millions of dollars, 
we believe that the appointment of a special board of 
officers to examine the whole subject of batteries for 
the battleships now under consideration, and for those 
whose construction is next to be undertaken, with au- 
thority to make such an investigation as they may con- 
sider desirable, gy exhaustive target practice, 
with the Massachusetts, Kearsarge and Alabama, which 
vessels inelude practically all the elements of the designs 
which are now under consideration, would result in 
great benefit to the Department; and if such action be 
authorized at once, it is believed that definite informa- 
tion as to the relative importance of the separation of 
the emplacements of the large calibre guns of the bat- 
tery. and of the independence of action of such guns, 
could be obtaimed in sufficient time to be used in a final 
dec sion as to the batteries to be installed on these ves- 
sels without delaying their construction. We believe it 
possible that such an investigation might show that an 
irriangement of battery with each of the 8-inch guns 
mounted separately in enclosed casemates, is a better 
arrangement than any of the designs yet presented to 
he Department. 

i. We are strongly of the opinion that an investiga- 
tion of this character, conducted upon ships in commis- 
would be more likely to determine acurately the 
» of the matters under discussion than can be ar- 
at in any other way.”

On Nov. 30 and Dec. 1 Gen. Fredk. Grant personally 
ae an expedition through the nipa swamps. of 
yithern Bulacan Province, which was more than ordi- 
harily suecessful. The object of the expedition was the 
lispersal of the bands of river pirates infesting the dis- 
rict, and the destruction of fishing stations owned by 
wealthy Filipinos, who used the profits from these 
woperties to aid the insurgents, General Grant’s force 
onsisted of detachments from Cos. F, I, H, L and M 
f the 3d Infantry, » number of his brigade scouts and 
bout 200 of Major Batson’s Macabebes. The Americans 
rere so disposed about the water courses as to prevent 
he escape of the pirates, while the Macabebes, under 
munediate command of Lieutenant Russel C. Langdon, 
f the 3d Inf., beat through the swamp, killing or captur- 
ug every male one whom they encountered. anta 
ruz River was held by Grant with scouts under Lieu- 
enant Hemphill, as a body guard, and by the men from 
Vos.

The troops started on 
their return trip accompanied by the Libmanan detach- 
ment, and landed at n Vincente and attacked the 
barrio where a man of Co. L, a few days before, had 
been killed. Seven insurrectos were killed and their 
uarters burned. Another party was then sent under 
oo tenant Morrison, 45th, gene Palestina. The in- 
surgents were attacked at daylight, five were killed and 
nineteen captared. 

On Nov. Lieut. Geo. C. Lewis with a detachment 
of 40 men from the 3d Inf. took four bancas and went 
down the river from Paombom, Luzon, in pursuit of a 
band of swamp pirates that infest that vicinity. ‘The 
detachment was proceeding carefully down the river, 
when at a bend of the stream, about ten miles from the 
bay, a pets of insurgents 29pened fire on the Americans 
from their hiding places in the brush along the river 
bank. Private Winkler, of Co. L, was killed, a man 
from Co. F was seriously wounded in the head, and 
a private in Co. lL. had part of his ear shot away. Many 
bullets struck the four boats, but if the imsurrectos 
thought that they had the Americans at their mercy they 
were very much mistaken. Lieutenant Lewis and his 
men returned the enemy’s fire with such good effect that 
three insurrectos were killed, six ag captured and 
the rest of the band driven headlong into the deepest 
recesses of the swamp. 

Co. C, 12th Inf., located at Tarlac, according to the 
Manila papers, was led into a trap on Nov. 18. They 
were told there was an excellent opportunity to capture 
a band of ten ladrones in a small barrio near Lopez, a 
few miles from Tarlac. ‘The ladrones were supposed 
to be asleep and could be easily captured. The whole 
affair was simply an ambush, prearranged, for no sooner 
had their guide led them into the barrio than they were 
fired upon from all sides. One American was killed 
instantly and another seriously wounded. he Ameri- 
cans went at the rebels so vigorously that the ambushers 
were soon put to flight. 

If we did not know of the good feeling pervading 
Army athletics, we should almost imagine awful things 
would happen from the coming together of contestants 
having such ominous names as appeared in this item 
in the Manila “American” of Nov. 18: “There will be 
a most interesting game of baseball on Wednesday.

Capt. John S. Parke, Jr., 21st Inf., recently enter- 
tained President Taft, General Wright, Judge Ide and 
Professor Worcester at his station in Taguig. The occa- 
sion was made specially interesting by the presentation 
of several flags, the gift of Lafayette Post No. 140, 
G. A. R., New York City, to the municipality of Taguig. 
Captain Parke, the commanding officer of the post, de- 
livered the presentation speech in Spanish. The inhabi- 
tants of Taguig, which is seven miles southeast of Ma- 
nila, have been peaceful and quiet for over a year, and 
manifested a deep interest in the ceremonies attendin 
the presentation of the flag. A native band play 
American airs, while everybody and-every thing seemed 
to be thoroughly American. A regatta on the river was 
provided to entertain the visitors, who consisted of abont 
sixty ladies and gentlemen. The party were the guests 
of General Wright, and occupied three launches. After 
a pleasant sail around the lake, the excursionists re- 
turned to Manila. 

Besides issuing all kinds of inflammatory pret 
mations, General Lukban, the rebel leader in Samar, 
has resorted to the ancient practice of digging pitfalls 
and setting eee in the principal roads and trails. 
These contrivances have been C= all over the coun- 
try and are so skillfully concealed that it is unsafe for the 
soldiers to leave many of the garrisoned towns by 
beaten paths. Several places have been surrounded by 
these traps, beyond which the insurgents take up posi- 
tions and fire into tle quarters of our troops, Any 
attempt to get at the enemy in a hurry, especially in 
repulsing night attacks, mnst therefore be made with 
caution. The troops have tearned to fear these traps. 
Thirteen men of D Co., 29th Vol. Inf., have been seri 
ously hurt by falling into them, and one man was para- 
lyzed on the right side as a result of being caught in a 
device of the following kind: A tough sapling is bent 
back across a trail and fastened so that a person passing 
will spring the trigger and release the sapling, which 
snaps back with terrible force. Sometimes poisoned 
spears are bound to the tree in such a way that a victim 
stands a good chance of being run through. 

Sergeant Doe and Corporal Allen were Lukban’s pris- 
oners for some time, and on their release they reported to 
General Hare that they had seen the Filipinos poisoning 
bullets so that even a slight wound might be mortal. 
Doe and Allen are the survivors of a party of eight men 
who were capsized in a banca and fell into the hands of 
the insurgents. The other six were killed, but through 
the kindly help of a native lieutenant these two were 
saved, and at the end of six weeks they were turned 
over to Lukban, who treated them with the greatest 
courtesy. For nearly half a year they lived at the in- 
surgent headquarters and were most considerately 
treated. Lukban offered them every inducement to be- 
come officers of his guerrilla army, but failing to gain 
them over finally ove them a guard and sent them to 
the town of Catbalogan, where they were released and 
received by the American garrison. 

A new way to use native troops comes from San 
Isidro, P. I., according to a correspondent. There they 
are employed as decoys to lure the insurgents within 
range of the American rifles. Six of them the other day, 
dressed as amigos, drove out into the country in three 
earromatas, concealing their carbines in the bottom of 
the carriages. The ruse worked. Twenty-five insur- 
gents were flushed, and Lieutenant Day, with the 4th 
District mounted detachment, who were following in the 
rear, bagged fourteen, two of whom were killed and two 
severely wounded. 
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ARMAMENT OF FORTIFICATIONS. 


In the hearing on the Fortification Bill, before the 
sub-committee of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions, General Wilson stated that it was proposed to 
spend $200,000 to begin the preparation for rapid fire 
batteries at San Juan, P. R. He asked for $120,000 
to fill in the low ground at the military reservation at 
Fort Delaware, to prevent sickness among the troops 
in accordance with the recommendation of the Lieuten- 
ant General and various boards of artillery and engineer 
officers.

The disappearing carriage costs about one-third more 
than the barbette. General Buffington said: “The carriage 
we use is only used by the United States, so far as we 
know, with one exception. The Swedish Government 
is now using practically our carriage, but the subject 
of coast defenses abroad has not come to a point as 
it has in this country, because the conditions are so, 
different, but in any scheme of coast defense abroad 
ie depression principle must enter to a very important 

egree.”’ 

There are only a few disappearing carriages in the 
English service and in the opinion of General Buffing- 
ton the English are very much behind the times and 
when they wake up they will want more disappearing 
carriages. Major Smith said: “Neither the Ordnance 
Department nor the engineers discredit in the slightest 
the present type of disappearing carriage. It is simply 
a concession to people who want more barbette car- 
riages, on the ground that they are cheaper, to 
put on the high sites where the height of the elevation 
gives protection.” 

General Miles on the contrary said: ‘‘More than a 
year ago—about a year and a half ago—I was sat 
that we were relying too much on what is known as 
the disappearing carriage. I have traveled pretty thor- 
oughly over Kurope and visited every army, and all 
large establishments for the construction of guns and 
war material—Krupp, Vickers and Armstrong, every 
large establishment—and I found they were not 
disappearing carria in Europe. In my judgment, 
they are too complicated and cumbersome; they are 
liable to get out of order, they are more expensive to 
construct, and require a more costly emplacement. 
magazines have to be down under ground and more than 
half of them are so damp you cannot k powder in 
them at the present time. I felt I shoul put myself 
on record in opposition to their exclusive use. 

‘the consensus of opinion of the artillery officers is 
against them because of the complicat machinery 
which is subjected to varying strains and stresses oc- 
casioned by the varying forces of recoil, together with 
varying temperature effects and the ease with which 
this mocnintey becomes disabled A shot striking the 
parapet and throwing sand, pieces of concrete, or frag- 
ments of a shell into the mechanism will put the A 
out of action. Experiments have been tried and y 
do stand that recoil, which at times is only sufficient 
to bring the gun part way back to the one position; 
at others it is thrown back to the extreme limit with 
great violence. Sometimes the chains break m bringing 
the gun down without the recoil. 

General Miles advises against the further construction 
of mortars. They are not being constructed by pm 
government in Europe. They have never been 
in war, and our experience in the Spanish War was that 
the guns in barbettes at San Juan were able to stand 
off our fleet without the assistance of either disa r 
ing guns or mortars. The mortars have never Hy 
tested in actual warfare, and to only a limited extent 
in target practice. General Miles said: “As to mortar 
projectiles, the theory is that they will go up in the air 
and come down point first and go through the deck. 
They will not do anything of the kind. In coming down 
they strike either base-end first or on the side. 

“A striking illustration of the inaccuracy of mortar 
fire was given in France some ten years ago. In order 
to test the comparative protection from vertical fire 
afforded by tne German coast-defense turret and the 
standard French turret, it was decided to make a 
practical trial, An S-inch rifled mortar was used. The 
two turrets were erected at a distance of 2, Bg ny 
from the mortar. The test was finally abandon ve- 
cause after firing for more than a month and using 
hundreds of rounds of ammunition in the attempt not a 
single shot bad struck either turret.”

General Miles said of the rapid fire : “I do not 
regard it as perhaps the most effective; 1 am not sure I 
would say that, but one of the most effective weapous we 
have, and far superior to the mortar. In fact, one of th 
artillerv officers saiu he would rather have one gun than 
a whole battery of mortars. The reports of these officers 
are exceedingly interesting and instructive.” 

Five thousand pounds of thorite were sent to Manila 
last June but only one report concerning it has been 
thus far received, that of Captain Foster, G, Gth 
Artillery. Captain Lewis said: ‘“I'o-day in Europe they 
have what we unfortunately have not in our Army, 
high-explosive bursting charges, in all their field shells. 
We have none, and we are simpy trying to experiment 
with thorite to demonstrate whether or not it is a 
suitable explosive to use for this purpose. We are 
using the ae powder-bursting charges, and not 
high explosives. e have no service explosive at all. 
That is the point. We have fired wet gun cotton re- 
eget but we have not to-day ready for service any 

igh explosive at all. We are away behind the times, 
I am sorry to say.” 

Both General Miles and Captain Lewis laid stress. 
upon the importance of rapid fire guns, and condemned 
our Ordnance Corps for being so slow in their adoption. 
Our Navy has 1,600 and our Army 70. 

General Miles insisted that there should be two more 
artillery officers on the Board on Ordnance and Fortifi- 
eation. He said: “They study tke science of war as it 
relates to the artillery, the defense of harbors, the 
destruction of fleets—a science in the study of which 


they spend their ofhcial lives; and in the English service 


if you go to Armstrong’s establishment or to any great 
foundry in Europe there you will find that the officers 
who design and superintend the manufacture of guns, 
carriages, ammunition, and equipments, who have charge 
of the inspection and test of all ordnance material—all 
of them are artillery officers.” : 

Captain Lewis added: “We are the only nation in the 
civilized world in which service in command of guns 
disqualifies an officer for the important work of design- 
ing, constructing, inspecting, and testing guns—the only 
one in which these duties are not exclusively performed 
by the artillery. The great majority of both the artillery 
and ordnance officers graduate at West Point, and their 
opportunities and experiences are the same for a few 
years, but the education of an artillerist is not gained at 


school. It comes from actual service with the gun, and 
with the man behind the gun. _ It is essentially prac- 
ical.” 


The deficiencies of our Ordnance Department in _ the 
matter of smokeless powder were also dwelt upon. Gen- 
eral Miles favored thorite, saying: “It is much more 
powerful than the wet gun cotton used in the Gathmann 
shell and is much safer for storage and handling. It 
therefor renders the Gathmann shell unnecessary and 
obsolete. Dr. Tuttle’s experiments were entirely satis- 
factory, but of course he has met the same fate that 
other inventors have; many of our ablest inventors, 
like Hiram Maxim, have gone to Europe. He has been, 
fortunately, successful in getting his inventions adopted 
by the English Government and by the world. Gatling 
had a similar experience, and so had Hotchkiss and 
Lee. I hope that the man who invented thorite will 
not be treated in the same way, but that his invention 
will be purchased and utilized.”

STATE TROOPS. 
7TH NEW YORK—COL. D. APPLETON. 

A finer exhibition in armory evolutions than that 
given by the 7th Regiment of New York City, on the 
occasion of the review by Governor Odell on the even- 
ing of Jan. 31, we believe would be impossible by any 
large body of men. In careful attention to work, steadi- 
ness, alignments, distances, intervals, and the many de- 
tails required for perfect drill and discipline, there was 


nothing wanting. 

Exactly at the appointed time the formation of the 
regiment began, the first formation being, of course, 
by battalion, as usual. ‘These were most finely exe- 
cuted. The first battalion was in command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Kipp, with Lieutenant Toussaint as Ad- 
jutant, and made up of Company H, Captain L ydecker ; 
C, Captain McDougall; B, Captain Schuyler; E, Cap- 
tain Davidson, and I, Captain Landon. The 2d Bat- 
talion was in command of Major Conover, with Lieu- 
tenant Scott as Adjutant, and was composed of Co. 
D, Captain Fiske; F, Captain Stelle; G, Capt. Under- 
wood, and K, mg McLean. Each company was 
equalized into 32 files. 

The formation of the regiment under Adjutant Falls 
in line of masses was simply perfection, and the evolu- 
tions in getting into position were beautiful to look 
upon. 

"The Governor was unavoidably 35 minutes late, but 
the large audience were more than compensated for the 
delay by the evolutions they had already witnessed, and 
which served to whet their appetites for what was 
coming. : : 

The staff of the Governor, which is now merely an 
ornamental one, did not in truth look very ornamental 
on this occasion. It was, however, the first time the 
staff had appeared together, which explains why the 
four personal aides to the Governor were not all to- 
gether, instead of being scattered among the aides 
chosen from National Guard organizations. After the 
Governor had moved from the reviewing point to a seat 
the staff, instead of following him as a body, moved by 
degrees. As fast as a member discovered that the 
man on his right had moved away he would follow. 
After a few more assemblies the staff will undoubtedly 
find itself and be in first-class order. 

The review was a fine ceremony throughout, and the 
passage and the evolutions preceding it displayed the 
fine big companies to great advantage. The ceremony 
of evening porade, which was in line, was another ex- 
hibition in which the perfection of the regiment in drill 
was demonstrated. uring this ceremony a num- 
ber of members were presented with the State decoration 
for faithful service, among them being the veteran, Capt. 
William H. Palmer, who received a decoration for 25 
years’ service. Decorations for 20 years’ were presented 
to Capt. Robert McLean, Capt. M. B. Stelle, and Lieut. 
Henry V. D Black. Among those who received 15- 

-ear decorations were Capt. J. H. Townsend, Sergt. 
Major H. A. Bostwick, Q. M. Sergt. M. A. White. In 
the ranks of the 10-vear men were Lieut. G. M. Carno- 
chan, Lieut. RK. C. Fisher, Lieut. N. age. 

Following thie presentation Company was ordered 
to the front and centre, to be formally awarded the 
State prize for company volley firing, Company B mak- 
ing the highest figure of merit in the State, viz.: 82.27. 
The handsome manner in which the company executed 
right turn and halt was an object lesson. 

A short drill followed, which included a march in 
column of fours, from which the regiment formed

double time, were a revelation of perfect movement, as 
were several advances to the front and rear in mass.

The Gov- 
ernor in responding paid a high tribute to the 7th and 
the Guard in general, and also defended the action of 
the 7th in volunteering as a regiment to serve in any 
part of the world for the United States, but refusing to 
volunteer as individuals. While the Governor mentioned 
no names in referring to the Tillinghast blunders of ad- 
ministration, every one present knew what was meant, 
an A the applause was of the heaviest description and 
asting. . ‘ 

The Governor also said that the Guard should never 
be ——— to do anything else than was originally in- 
tended—to suppress local troubles and repel foreign in- 
vasion, and to strengthen the Federal arm only until a 
sufficient force could be recruited and put into the field 
to replace them. The Guard, the Governor said, shoul? 
never be broken up. 

General Fitzgerald made most appropriate remarks, 
which, it is almost needless to say, were vociferously 
applauded. These were followed by suitable remarks 
from Gen. James McLeer, Captain Dickey, Genera! 
Butt, General Hoffman, Commander Frye and others. 
There was no disguising of opinions as to who was to 
blame for the mix-up in connection with the volunteer- 
ing of the Guard for service during the war with Spain. 
Those present at the dinner will certainly have reason 
to remember it as one of the pleasantest in their mem- 
ory. 





FUNERAL OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 


The funeral of Queen Victoria on Feb. 1, 2 and 4 was 
one of the most imposing spectacles of modern times. 
The transfer of the remains from Cowes, Isle of Wight, 
to London, gave opportunity for a magnificent naval 
display in the waters of the Solent, warships from all 
the great nations making a double line of honor ten 
miles long, through which the body of the late sover- 
eign passed as down a lane on board the royal yacht 
Alberta, salutes being given by each ship as the yacht 
glided by. It was three in tne afternoon when the body 
left the pier, and two hours later it was safe in Ports- 
mouth Harbor. In the provession which marched from 
the royal mansion in Cowes, where Her Majesty died 
on Jan. 22, to the pier, walked Emperors, Kings and 
princes of every grade, ob!ivious to the mud through 
which their august footsteps had to pick their way. The 
royal ladies were hidden in black clothing, which made 
their part in the line look like the march of a company 
of nuns. In London the ccremonies took place in the 
forenoon of the following jay. The Queen’s body was 
carried on a caisson, in accordance with her last wishes. 
The whole of London turned out for the occasion and 
fully four million people saw the passage of the cortege 
from Victoria Station to Paddington Station. Shortly 
after noon the remains were transferred to a train and 
taken to Windsor Castle, where further obsequies were 
held, the display here being not less impressive than it 
had been at the two preceding stages of the monarch’s 
last apearance before her mourning subjects. On Mon- 
day, February 4, the remains of the Queen were finally 
deposited in the mausoleum at Frogmore at Windsor. 
this ceremony being also attended with a procession 
more funereal in character than any. of the preceding. 
In the mausoleum religious exercises were held as the 

ueen was laid beside the body of her beloved consort, 

rince Albert, who had been sleeping a generation 
there. One of the most conspicuous figures among the 
royal mourners was the Emperor William of Germany, 
who touched the affections u* the British people by the 
evident sincerity of his emotions and the promptness of 
his arrival at Cowes on the first news of the impending 
dissolution of his imperial xucestor. 

Owing to the distance separating the two countries, 
the participation of the United States was unfortunately 
only limited, but the wide expressions of sorrow througn- 
out the United States made up for the want of elaborate- 
ness in our share in the funeral ceremonies. None of 
the floral tributes in London was more fitting and 
costly than the one sent in the name of President 
McKinley, and a pathetic reminder of the Queen’s inter- 
est in President Garfield when he lay for months at 
the point of death was the wreath, touchingly in- 
scribed, sent by Mrs. Garfield. Ambassador Choate was 
especially honored with an invitation to the obsequies 
at Windsor, and the military and naval attaches of the 
government did honor to the late monarch in their 
official capacity. Memorial services held in St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Washington, on Feb. 2, were at- 
tended by President McKinl«y and his cabinet. 

The absence of the flag of the United States from 
the naval display in the Solent was one of those 
regrettable incidents that are unavoidable. The sudden 
death of the Queen made it impossible for the United 
States to be represented with a warship in the parade. 
With the exception of one old collier in the Mediter- 
ranean waters, we had not a naval vessel in European 
waters. The rest of our ships are either in this hemis- 
phere or in Asiatic waters. The nearest point from 
which a warship could have been despatched to ths 
naval pageant was New York, and the shortness of 
notice would not have enavled a vessel to make the 
voyage in time. The failure of the Government to send 
a special envoy to the funeral is dwelt upon criticisingiy 
by those unacquainted with the unusual character of the 
event. No appointee as special envoy would have hud 
the proper time to arrange for his departure from this 
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country and his presence at so im nt a ceremopy. 
If an ambassador or minister had Ge out to Londes 

a special commission, he would have ranked 
Ambassador Choate, which would have put a technica] 
indignity upon Mr. Choate, and this was not to be 
thought of; consequently, the President did the Proper 
oe he sending by cable a special commission to oy: 
London Ambassador to act as the President’s persona] 


representative. }

He would then enter upon the third year of continuous 
service, during which he would be entitled to $14 per 
monch; with the expiration of two years and e'ght 
months of this new enlistment he would complete three 
years’ continuous service and enter upon the four.h 
year, entitling him to $15 per month. After serving four 
months in this fourth year his three years’ term of en- 
listment would expire; should he again re-enlist within 
three months from date of discharge the first eight 
months of such enlistment would complete his fourth 
year of continuous service at $15 per month. During the 
next year—the fifth year of contmuous service—he would 
draw $16 per month and after its close would become 
entitled to another $2 per month for five years’ continuous 
service, i. e., $18 per month. Each subsequent period of 
five years’ continuous service would entitle him to $1 per 
month additional. 

The pay pecees for the non-commissioned grades is 
subject to like increase for continuous service.

MAJOR DANIEL H. BRUSH. 


The Columbus, Ohio, “State Journal” says: “The 
promotion of Capt. Daniel H. Brush, 17th Inf., to be 
major of the 25th Inf. is a source of much pleasure to 
his host of Columbus friends. Major Brush commanded 
the 2d battalion of the 17th Inf. at the barracks during 
the fall of "98, and accompanied it to Manila in Jan- 
uary of ’99, when it sailed on the transport Sherman 
from New York. In May of ’64, while still a boy, 
Major Brush went to the front with the 145th Llinois 
Volunteers, and has been almost continuously in the 
Service since that time. Entering West Point and grad- 
uating in ’71, he was assigned to the 17th Inf., and for 
30 years has been on the rolls, participating in its many 
and severe Indian campaigus, and received promotions 
of ist lieutenant on Aug. 4, '76, and captain May 2, "92. 
When the Spanish War broke out in '98 Captain Brush 
was on college detail in Champlain, Ill, and it was due 
to his will and enthusiasm that the 17th had him with 
it at El Caney and San Juan, for the War Department 
was anxious to keep him on special duty. For his gal- 
lant and meritorious service before Santiago de Cuba 
the captain was recommended for a brevet. In the 
Philippine Islands his record has been equally fine. For 
over two months Major Brush’s battalion held the most 
advanced position of General MacArthur’s division in 
the direction of Tarlac, viz., Angeles. 

“In the movements terminating in the capture of 
Tarlac, this same battalion captured Magalang and 
Capas, which turned the Filipinos out of their strong 

ositions at Mabalacat and Banbam. A company of 
Major Brush’s battalion received, on Sept. 30, 1899, at 
Angeles, the captured American prisoners returned by 
Aguinaldo. At the present time Major Brush is com- 
mending the large military and civil prison at Lingayan, 
which he will undoubtedly retain, notwithstanding his 
promotion from the 17th, because of the marked ability 
displayed by him in its administration.”

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OFFICIAL DATA ON DEPORTATION. 


In response to a resolution of the Senate calling for 
information relative to the reportation of A. Mabini, a 
citizen of the Philippine Islands, Secretary Root sub- 
mitted official documents bearing on tne case. The 
capture of Mabini is noted in a report to the A. A. G., 
2d Div., 8th Army Corps, dated Bautista, P. I., Dec. 
31, 1899, by Lieut. Thos. H. Slavens, 4th Cav., an- 
nouncing the capture of Mabini on Dec. 10. General 
Otis, in a despatch, referred to him as “ablest of in- 
surgents and founder of late government.” The deporta- 
tion of rebel leaders was ordered as a result of this 
despatch from General MacArthur, received at Wash- 
ington, Dec. 25, 1900: 

Manila. 
Adjutant General, Washington: 

Expectations, based on result of election, have not been 
realized. Progress of pacification apparent to me, but 
still very slow. Conditions very inflexible and likely to 


become chronic. I have therefere initiated a more rigid 
policy by issue of proclamation enjoining precise ob- 
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Servance of laws of war, with special reference to send- 
ing supplies and information to enemy in field from towns 
occupied by our troops, and also warning leaders that 
intimidation of natives by kidnapping or assassination 
must sooner or later lead to their trial for felonivu 
crimes, unless they become fugitive criminals beyond th« 
jurisdiction of the United States, which latter cours: 
would mean life-long expatriation. Proclamation wel! 
received, but country expectant and awaiting practicai 
application thereof. Am considering expediency of clos- 
ing ports of both Camarines, Albay, Samar and Leyte 
Would like to emphasize new policy b Goporting to 
Guam at early date a few prominent leaders now lu my 
hands. Request authority accordingly. Pro-American 
natives, Manila, with chief justice at the head, have 
orga aiaed party which apparently has some elements of 
cohesion and usefulness. Field movements out!ined in 
my message of Oct. 26 will probably be somewhat inter- 
rupted by early return of Volunteers. It is difficult to 
convince people, especially natives, that any of the Vol- 
unteers will be replaced. Early information of purpose 
of Department in regard to Army legislation and the 
prospect of the passage of an Army bill would greatly 
strengthen my administration here. 7

The same day Secretary Root wrote to Secretary 
Long, requesting that he issue instructions to the naval 
officer in command at Guam to receive and care for such 
prisoners as might be sent there. The Navy Department 
replied by quoting its instructions to Admiral Remey, 
directing him under date of Dec. 31 to instruct the gov- 
ernor at Guam to receive revolutionary leaders, and in 
answer to the Admiral’s query, on Dec. 30, whether he 
should offer passage on the Solace, ordered passage to 
be so offered. On Jan. 25, 1901, General Corbin cabled 
General MacArthur as to whether Mabini had been de- 
ported, and received this answer the same day:

The Ottawa Conference recommended telegraphic 
communication “free from foreign control.” ‘What 
does foreign control amount to?’ asks Lieutenant 
Bellairs. “In the American-Spanish War the 
American Government took possession of the Ameri- 
can end of the cable going to its opponent's terri- 
‘ tory of Cuba. That is one instance of the way for- 

eign control can be exercised. Again, a belligerent may 
insist on every message being in plain language, or it 
might, for a period during a war, suspend all comu- 
nications. It is worthy of note, however, that a non- 
belligerent has never exercised this power, and there 
is no conceivable reason why it should do so. The mat- 
ter is governed by usage, warlike messages being free 
to pass over neutral territory. The Submarine Cable 
Convention (Paris, 14th March, 1884) contains no pro- 
vision for the neutrality of cables, and our representa- 
tives, as at the Peace Conference, have always been in- 
structed to refuse to agree to the neutrality of cables. 
This non-recognition of neutrality extends to repairing-

_The importance of an all-British route from a strate- 
gical point of view has been pointed out to the British 
public by Canadian and Australian authorities, among 
others.

grant.”

usions are reached that the commercial use 
of cables is becoming constantly more important, and 
that in laying lines to assist commerce we obtain all 
that are needed for other purposes as well. The single 
aim to be regarded is, therefore, that of assisting com- 
merce. Following commercial routes, cables will obtain 
the protection of cruisers patrolling the route. At the 
same time it is more difficult for the work of cutting 
cables to be performed in , Owing to the shipping 
along the route. Finally, landing at a commercial port, 
the protection of the port involves the protection uf the 
cable ends and telegraph station. In war the Navy has 
no fixed bases, and special strategical cables are re- 
quired from time to time. This can only be provided 
for Ay to it that the resources exist, and as far as 
can foreseen, all possible routes are surveyed. 

In closing Lieutenant Bellairs gives the lines: 


“When love unites, wide space divides in vain,

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CONDITIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The division of Insular Affairs, War Department, 
has made public various reports coming from the 
Philippiwe Civil Commission, dated Noy. 30, 1900. 
One of_the most interesting is that dealing with 
the health of the islands. It is believed by the Com- 
mission that no .tropical islands in.the. world enjoy a 
better Climate than do the Philippines. Smallpox 
can be.prevented by vaccination, the bubonic plague 
by an efficient quarantine and leprosy by isolation. As 

diseases such as diarrhea, dysentery, malarial 
troubles and beri-beri, the islands vary widely. Min- 
oro and Balabac, have a deservedly bad reputation, 
while Sibuyan, Guimaras, Siquijer and Cebu are con- 
sidered especially healthful. Beri-beri seldom attacks 
sur soldiers whose health conditions are surprisingly 
good as is shown .by the medical statistics of the army 
| the United States. The improving sanitary con- 
ditions will make this still more evident. Recuperation 

m severe woutlds or wasting deseases takes place 

»wly in this tropical region. hus far it has proved 
necessary to send a considerable number of sick soldiers 
either to Japan or to the United States for recuperation. 
It is possible, however, to find excellent health resorts 
a the islands, notably in the Benguet province, north of 
Manila, which should be connected with the outside 
world by a railroad. Consideration of public policy, 
however, forbids the long continuance of American 
roops in the island and provision should be made for 

listing natives to be officers in the main by Americans. 

\s to the police force the Commission believes it 
should be distinct from the Army, but having for its 
head an officer of proper rank.

The Civil Service Board rts that the soldiers 
who have been detailed to clerical positions have been 
carefully selected from the large number available and 
are on the whole the best clerks now employed. 


For instruction in English, soldiers have sometimes 
been detailed, but in spite of the efforts of the military 
officers it may be said, in general, that education through- 
out the islands is in a chaotic condition. ‘Lhe repo port 
speaks hight y of the “flourishing Nautical School, 
in which Singlish is the language of instruction. A 
military school is recommended to supply trained na- 
tives for the military service. 

The Commission favors using everything that comes 
from the islands to the public civil funds for pureiy 
civil purposes. In this view the. Military Governor 
concurs. 

As to the highways and roads the Commission says: 
‘‘The most serious hindrance to rapid and effective move- 
ments by our troops has been the inaccessibility of the 
country in which the insurgents have hidden them- 
selves. The Commission has appropriated a million 
dollars in gold for road building. There is a pressing 
need of railroads in both Luzon and Mindanao, 

The commission gives much space to the friar ques- 
tion, tracing to its sources the native bitterness toward 
the friars. One of its conclusions is thus stated: “We 
are convinced that a return of the friars to their 

parishes will lead to lawless violence and murder and 
that the people will charge the course taken to the 
American Government, thus turning against it the 
resentment felt toward the friars.” 

In the matter of courts the commission says that 
the judges of the courts of justice of the peace, ex- 
cept the Supreme Court, have been and are Filipinos. 
Charges of corruption and incompetence against the 
resent Filipino judges are common. The number of 
Filipinos fitted by nature, education and moral stability 
for such positions is very small.
